FRANCE CONFRONTED 
WITH HEAVY DEFICIT 



Revelations Show That Large 
Sums Have Been VVasted 
on Navy.-.f"*»#?liV' 



Paris, March 12.— France, like tho 
the United States. Is confronted wltii 
a big; delicit In her. revenues. Tho 
situation Ir. this coimtry Is rendered 
the more«serlousj by the : largo num- 
ber of .pending., social, problem^,. In- 
volving lieai'vy.iSratts b'ffttMe.v'*r6asury.'

It has been leiirned that ,a regular 
monopoly existed among the navy 
conli-.ictor.s, who charged exorbitant 
prices and made enormous ])rolit.s. 
M. Brousse, a member of the chamber 
of deputies, who Investigated the navy 
accounts on behalf of the finance com- 
mission, reports that millions have 
been swallowed up without any bene- 
fit to the navy. The highest prices 
and In some cases double prices al- 
ways were paid for supplies, and cost- 
ly repairs were made to ships which 
wore put out of commission before 
the boilers were furnished. Premier 
Clemonccau supports M. Picard in 
this attitude, and Jr. Callloux' posl- 
t\on l.s regarded as no longer tenable.

TO BRITISH NAVY 

Estimates Provide for Expen- 
diture This Year oT .Over 
'$175,000,000" 



FOUR'NEW" DREADNOUGHTS 



Provision of Dirigible Airships 
For Naval Purposes is 
: ^Ooiisidered 



London, March 12.— Tho British 
naval estimates, which were Issued 
tonight, and show an increase of clo.se 
to $15,000,(JOO over the estimates of 
last year, possibly will fall to please 
the big men of the navy, but tliey 
fully prove tliat It is tlio government's 
determination to Iteop pace with th.- 
other naval powers, and that no halt 
is likely to be called in tho interna- 
tional competition for superior naval 
armaments. 

Tho estimates provide for a total ex- 
penditure of $175,713,500, an increase 
of $14,110,000 over the estimates of 
1908-1300. Tho new building pro- 
grainmo provides for four Dread- 
nouglits, six protected cruisers, twenty 
torpedo boat destroyers and a number 
of submarines'; the latter to cost $5,- 
000,000. ' • • 

In addition to the four new Dread- 
noughts, which aro to bo built as 
speedily as possible, tho government 
seeks the power to start building If 
necessary In 1910 four additional largo 
armored vessels. The type of these 
latter ships is not Indicated in tho 
estimates, though It. Is generally ex- 
liectcd that there aro to be two bat- 
tleships of the Dreadnought type, and 
two armored cruisers. There is no 
doubt that this part of the naval pro- 
gramme will be dependent upon tho 
progress made in Germany In battle- 
ship construction.' • ' , y • . ; ,- r r

COAL CONFERENCE 
PROVES^A FAILURE 

Miners of Anthracite Region to 
IVIeet and Consider Plan 
' of Action 



Philadelphia, March 12.— The con- 
ference between the .sub-commlttoo of 
the anthracite mine workers and tho 
operators to arrange a new agreement 
to go Into effect at tlic expiration of 
the ijrosent working arrangement, 
came to an end late this afternoon 
without results. Wliile the prosjjectg 
are not us bright as they were for a 
peaceful settlement, there is still hope 
that radical action by either aide will 
be avoided, 

The board will tomorrow Issue a call 
for a convention of the miners of tho 
anthracite districts to be held In one 
of the mining towns for the purpose of 
considering plans for further action, 
and then will follow anotlier confer- 
ence with operators before March -SI. 

The counter-proposition of the min- 
ing companies to renew the present 
agreement for another term of three 
years will bo placed before tho con- 
vention by tho executive boards of tho 
workmen. National President Lewis, 
of tho union, s.nld on Saturday tliat 
the suggestion for another conference 
came from the operators. 

There was but one session of tho 
sub-committee today and It lasted 
from two to five p.m. Following the 
meeting the following statement was 
give nout: 

"A joint mc(.'tin,':r of the workcr.s' 
committee and :ni oin raloi-s' coniinlt- 
tee came to an ond without an agree- 
ment being reached. There is a pos- 
.sil>ility of the men continuing to work 
without an agreement and striking at 
the \'arlouH collieries as grievances 
come uj), If thi!y are not adjusted liy 
the Kupei liiicnding officials of the 
mine."

WATER BILL WAS PASSED 



Contentious Provincial Elec-^: 
tions Act Put Through at 
Yesterday's Sittln^^ ^^'v c 



The amendment to tlie Victoria Wa- 
ter "Works Act has become law, and 
the city undoubtedly has achieved a 
substantial victory with the aid of the 
Premier and H. 13. Thomson; and has 
put tho legal status of the Esciuimalt 
Water Works Company with reference 
to the city beyond ail dispute. The 
bill, passed. through-"^he report stage 
yesterday .afternojon-, after a, short de- 
bate, and' "wa-s immediately given Its 
third reading. All that was then loft 
was tho Royal assent, which was sivcn 
during the evening. The result is that 
now it the city should decide to take 
Coldstream rather than go to Sooko, 
they know exactly wh.at it will . cost 
them, and there will be no need for 
protracted legal proceedings. 

Thus ends tho most determined 
struggle of local import that has been 
seem in tho house for year.s, the fight, 
whicli was started in the private billA 
committee, was continued in the lob- 
bies and from there to the lloor of tlie 
liouse, although the battle was to all 
Intents and purposes won before that 
stage was reached. The Premier's 
prestige and Influence 'were known to 
bo behind 'the measure, while Mr. 
'Thomson was untiring in his efforts 
to get the dispute sutllciently settled 
to enable some basis to be arrived at. 
His efforts in this respcet were not 
entirely successful, as on the main 
(luosti.on tho wishes of the company 
were disregarded. Yesterd.ay, how- 
ever, an amendment was introduced 
by which the reinvested profits will 
not be deducted from the interest al- 
lowance. This was never intended, 
but the company represntatives feared 
that the act was so worded that such 
might be the result. 

The only objections advanced to the 
Victoria Water Works bill yenlcrday 
afternoon were voiced by Mr, Hen- 
diirson (Yale) and Mr. Hawthorn- 
thwalte (Nanalmo). Tho former moved 
an amendment providing a- two year 
limit within which 'Vlptorla must use 
or lose tho powers of expropriation 
granted under the act. 

Henderson Objects 

In niovlng his amendment Mr. Hen- 
derson said that lie had oppcsed the 
bill because ho considered tliat Vic- 
toria was not giving tlio Esiiuimalt 
Water Works Company the full value 
of Its undertaking In the arbitration 
provided for. It was not an ordinary 
arbitration, but was limited In an ar- 
tificial way. Consccpiently tho provis- 
ions sliould not stand as a permanent 
blot on tho coin|)anys charter, making 
it harder for them to raisi; money 
or tor the shareholders to pet tlie price 
for their stork which the\- might 
otherwise obtain. Either tlic city 
wanted the property or it did not. In 
tlie former case two years was long 
enough for it to make up .Its mind, 
while in tho latter the disability should 
be removed. 

He had listened to the speeches of 
tile iircinlci- and tho leader of the op- 
])Osition. He agreed with the reasons 
advanced by the latter, but not with 
his conclusions, but the premier had 
done little but eulogize his colleague 
from Victoria. This was not ii party 
matter and ho proposed to vote as ho 
thought was right. He had been a 
member of tho priv.ate bills eoiiimlttee, 
whose members wore in ;l .'^omi-judlclal 
capacity, and had listened to the argu- j 
ments of both sides for day.s. Ho felt' 
very strongly on tho subject. It was 
Interfering with . vested rights in a 
way which had never before been done 
in this province, and if he voted for 
tho bill he would be striking- a blow 
at every enterprise in the country 
that required tho Investment of capi- 
tal. Ho was a member for a district 
which was undeveloped- and which re- 
quired large amounts of capital If it 
were to progress properly, and If he 
voted for this bill, he would feel that 
he was voting against his own con- 
stituency. 

r ■ Refuses Amondrnent

The legislature was prorogued at 
9.20 last night by the Ileutenant-rgov- 
ornor, after 'a Besslbn of : slightly '^oveir 
seven weeks' duration,' At the final 
sitting tho Water bill, which Is by far 
the most Important piece of legislation 
passed during- the session, went 
through the- final stage, and tho con- 
tentious Provincial lOlcctlons Act was 
pa.ssed, after a compromiso hnd been 
entered into between government and 
opposition. 

In proroguing tho house, the Heil- 
tenant-governor referred to tho Water 
Act, the act for the revision and con- 
solidation of tho. statutes, the a-ct pro-i 
viding for co-operative frult-cooIing 
depots for nrovlnclal-grown fruit, and 
others. His speech to 'the house wslh 
as follows: 

Lieutenant-Governor's Speech. 
"Nr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the 
Legislative Assembly: 

"Before relca.'ilng you, at' the close 
of tho third aes.slon of this leglslati^T'e, 
I feel it a duty to consratulate you on 
the results of your labors, as em- 
bodied In the many Important and use- 
ful measures to which I have given 
assent, 

"The Water Act; designed to insure 
tho economical use of water under 
equitable uregulatlphs, minimises the 
caus^s^for. UtlsatlQh, and will be oC 
groaf beneflt-.' to- all "industries requir- 
ing -water. r • 

"The consolidation' and revision ' of 
the laws, which you have authorized; 
win greatly sftiipllfy their interpreta- 
tion, and prove a convenience to all 
concerned. 

."Tho Act providing for co-opcrativo 
frultrcooling depots lills a much need- 
ed want - of the frultrgrowers, and 
should have the affect of further stim* 
ulating this growing industry.' 

"It Is very gratifying to observe tho 
substantial provision which you have 
made for the proaecution of surveys/, 
and public workti. 

"I thank you i:or the liberal supply* 
voted tor. the public : sBr;;vlce,. and, ;Ii feel 
assured that- the ambttni ':MlU 'be^rdlsr 
bursed economically,' and •■with'''''a'.vle'W' 
to securing the best jioaslble results. .■ 

"Wishing you health and success Ih 
your personal undertakings, I now 
talco leave of you, and relieve you 
from your sessional duties," 

The liouse concluded Its business 
about nine o'clock, and tho speaker 
declared a recess of half an hour untlli;

TO DEATH m NORTH 



Two of Party of Four Discov- 
ered on Trail— Otder Two 
i Are Missing 



Two of tlio party found frozen to 
death and no trace of the remaining 
two of tho party of four prospectors 
who loft Barkcrville on Di.'c. 23 Is tlie 
InCormutlon forwarded to the provin- 
cial ])ollco deiiartinenl here by Regin- 
ald Hiindall, provlnelal constable at 
Harliervillt , who writes under date of 
I''eb. to the effect that a party con- 
slstinfi: oC t'harles IJaker, James Mc- 
Curde.N-, AVilUam Siiltta! and A. llcn- 
dersdii left Barkcrville on Dec. 119 
lioiind (for .Teto Jouno Cache on the 
south fork of tho Frnser river. The 
quartottc 'had.an imidequato supply of 
provisions 'but at thq time thoy left 
Barkervlllo they oxpressea . themselves 
well satlsncd that thoy would be able 
to , make their objective point. 

Report Bodies Found 

On l''ob. L'-l last tliree dog- teamsters, 
Jolm Cioldie, l''r;ink Aiken anil Kusseli 
I'eileti came Into UarkervIUe with the 
news that the 'frozen bodies, of Baker 
and JSIcCurdy had been discovered by 
tliein near tho head waters of the Goat 
river, si.\ty-slx miles from Barkcr- 
ville. The teamsters, who wore on 
their return to liarkervlllo after 
froishtlng in supjilles for a ttmbcr- 
crulslng outnt, run across the bodies 
of the two .men. They gave no par- 
ticulars of their And other than to 
state to Constable Randall that from 
thu superficial examination which 
they made of the reaiialns It would 
ajipenr that Baker and McCurdy liad 
suecumbed on or about Feb. 1-, after 
liavhiK becomi? o.xliausted throiigrli 
lack of Kutlicleiit nourishment. Evi- 
dently tho two were making' an at- 
tempt to get liaek to Barkerviile, l)iit 
were unable, in their weakness, to 
witlistand tho seventy of tho wea- 
ther.' 

Constable Randall stated In his 
comintinlcatloi-. to tho department 
here that (jn Feb. 2S, the day oii whlcli 
ho writes, Goldie, Aiken and Pcden 
left on their return nortli with fresh 
provisions. Peden was sworn in as 
a special' -constable and instructed to 
proceed to tlie spot where the Ijoilles 
w-ero found and make a otireful ex- 
ainlnatlon of tho remains and if there 
were any signs o£ violence to bring 
the iiodh's to Barkcrville; If there was 
nothing to indicate that the men met 
their death through violence, to bury 
the bodies and bring the effects of 
the two to Barkerviile. Pcden was 
also' Instructed to endeavor to lind 
some trace of Splttal and Henderson 
from whom no -word ha.s 'been received. 
It Is feared that the fate which befell 
Baker and McCurdy may also have 
been theirs.

.-'.leaO of adopting the .iniendiiient in- 
troduced liy Ml'. Innis (Grniid I'orks) 
;iii(l iii'oviding that. ;in I'l.'ctor must be' 
;il,i.'-:ent from his district a yetir be- 
fore his name can lie struck froiii the 
list, the Bovornmenl bronglit in an 
ainondmnnt providing for a sl.\ months' 
term. There was gn'at aiiplause wlien 
the bill was reported from committee, 
and It was given third reading and 
passed without further qtiestlon. 

Tlie water bill, too, occupied but 
little time In the house yesterday. It 
_wa8 advanced from report stage, and 
pnHKCd without a divlsloji. :* 

Tho umcndmonts to the hind act 
piiHsed committee, report and third 
reading without debate. 

The 1)111 to amend the game protee- 
lion .act w.as the subject of somi^ dis- 
cussion. Jlr. Iluwtho.rnthwaUe (Nu- 
nalmo) wanted a cUiuho liiaorlied pro- 
hibiting others than electors, fornicr 



electors, or tho famlliea of electors 
taking game without a special license. 
This was not acci.'pted, liowever. the 
chi('f comtnissioner of lands holding 
it over, -The iienaltles for Infractions 
of the game laws were, however, placed 
at' ;ui extremely higli figure on mo- 
tion oC tho monibor for Delta. The 
poniilties for k-illiiig mountain sheep out 
of KOHKOn now run from .$250 to .$500. 

.Several bills that proinisod to result 
In discussion .were dropped on second 
reading. One was tho amendment to 
tlie dentistry: act, 'introducedv.by .the al- 
torney-general.-s'Anotho^jwaB,tl»e bill 
to amend the steam, boilers Inspection 
act, and tho third the leader of tlie 
Oppo.sillon'.s bill to amend tlie nieehan- 
ica' lien act. In view of the critlelsni 
to wlileli his measure was assailed, i\Ir. 
MePliillips (the Islands) withdrew his 
bill respecting assignment of wages 
to bo earned in the future while tlie 
bill was In committeo. 

Tlie bill Introduced by-. :Mi'. Ilaw- 
thorntliwaitc (Naiialmo) to exteiid the 
franchise to wonuMi was voted down. 
The member for Nanaimo aslied for 
a division in order to put the liousu 
on record, and the premier ac(iuieaced. 
Only one man on tlie Conservative side, 
Mr. Garden (Vancouver), a bachelor, 
by the wa>-, voted for tho second read- 
ing of the bill, and in so doing won 
some aijplause. 

Provincial Elections Act 
The Premier presented the seventh 
annua! report of the olTlco of the Agent 
General of Hrltlsh Cohimbla. On his 
motion it was decided to print the re- 
port. 

The act to B'mend the mineral act 
(the Premier) was given third reading 
and jiassed. 

The house went Into committee of 
the whole on the provincial elections 
ac£. 

Tho Attorney-uenerui then moved 
the compromise clause which had been 
agreed upon by the two parties, ns fol- 
lows: 

"It shall, suljject to the provisions 
hereinafter contained, Ijo competent to 
any elector or electors In such electoral 
district to object to tlie reloiition of 
itny name or names on tlie register of 
voters, or to tho placing of any name 
or names on sucli register of jiersons 
claiming to voti- a.s aforesaid,' on one 
or more of the following grounds: 
That the jier.son objected to is dead; 
that he ceased for a period of six 
months next before the holding of the 
court to reside ^in such- electoral dis- 
trict; that he. la not- under'tho provi- 
sions of this act aualifled to vote; that 
nc was not so -.aualifled to vote when 
Ills name was placed on the j-egister of 
voters." 

•rhore was long and tumultuous ap- 
plause ns the amended section, which 
luul (-ausod so much . discussion before 
its revision, |iassed the committee 
without .a dessenting voice, 

Mr. Bowser- nioved tlic^ following 
clause: 

"Upon the holding of such court, 
It shall bo tho duty of ."inch registrtir 
to hear and determine any or all ob- 
jections against the retention of any 
name or names on tlie register of 
voters in any elecioral district, arf 
setlied at the previous court of revi- 
sion, and on the said list of persons 
claiming to vote, as jirovlded for in 
sub-section (b) heri'of, i)ro\ Ided notice 
of every obJe,cllon, and. tlio reason 
therefor, which may be in the form 1! 
in the schrdule hereto, sliall have lieen 
given to tlu; "registrar by th<' person 
objretln.g thirty clear da\'s prevlousl.\' 
to the holding of siieli court, and tliat 
the registrar sliall have I'orwardeil, 
twenty-one clear <lays before the hold- 
ing of such court, a notice, tlirougli the 
post otlice, addressed to the person 
obji'cti'd to, at his last known place 
of residenc.', stating the fact of sueli 
olijection, tlie ground thereof, and tliat 
the same will lie heard^at the hohlin.g 
of such court. The registrar shall post 
up in his ofllce notice of such olijec- 
tion within one -week after tho receipt 
thereof, and also publish for twenty - 
one days the names of' all voters ob- 
jected to in one or more newspapers 
circulating In said electoral district. 

"It shall be the duty of such regis- 
trar, at the holding of the court of re- 
vision to strike off the register of 
voters, and oft the iSiatd list of persons 
claiming to vote, all names thereon of 
persons against whom objection has 
been taken, as above provided, unless 
the voter objected to, or some other 
voti r on his behalf, satisllcH the regis- 
trar tiiat th(? objections are not well 
founded; before strildng olT the name 
of an.N' person for any of tlu' above- 
nami'd reasons, the registrar shall, 
nnle.'^s in the case of death sucli death 
shall 111- registered under the 'Births. 
Deaths and .Marriages Registration 
act,' .give at hast tweiity-mie clear 
days' notiei- of his Inti'iitinn to strike 
I oft' such nanir posting a letter to 
tlial elleet addn-ssed to sucli elector 
at Ills last knoxsn nsidi 'ueo.

$500 roppoctlvely sufistltlited. .This ap- 
plied to mountain sheepi moose, ■wapi- 
ti and caribou, and tho use of the au- 
tomatic shot gun. This was adojited. 

i\lr. Oliver thought that tho shooting 
of feathered game with rifles should 
be prohibited, as these Woapons. were 
oxtrcmoly dangej'ous in the hands of 
young boys. 

An argument arose as to the use of 
the auloniatic siiot-gun. Dr. Hall 
(Nelson) defended tlio weaiion. 

The chief commissioner said that 
the gun was extremely deKti'iictlV(,'. 
In one case brought to ills attention a 
siiortsman had brought down seven 
birds wltli one of these guns, and th(! 
lirst was on tho ground before iu: had 
finished shooting, JIaiiy , birds were 
also wounded and not taken. 

Mr. Hawthorntliwaito (Nanaimo) 
again moved his amendment that "no 
person who is not or has niJt 'been , a 
roglstered voter of tho province of Bri- 
tish Columbia, or a member of the 
family of a- registered voter, shall take 
game In the province without first ob- 
taining a general license, or the per- 
mission in w.'.'iting of the provincial 
game warden, and tho fee for such li- 
cense sliall be $l-'5." 

The cliief coniniissioner s:iid he 
would llki; this to stand over, and Mr. 
llawthornthwalto agreed to hold It 
over to the report stage. 

Land Act Passed 

The bill to amend the Land Act, the 
chief provision of which Is the issuing 
of llconaes to hand-loggers, passed 
through committee stage witlioul 
amendment or question. 

There being no objection from the 
house the bill was given third reading 
and passed. 

The second reading of the bill to 
amend tho Dentistry Act (Hon. Attor- 
ney-General) and of tho bill to amend 
the Steam Boilers Inspection Act, IBOl 
(Hon. Minister of Public Works) were 
passed, the bills being held over until 
next session. 

The Victoria Water Works Amend- 
ment Act was given third reading and 
passed. , .,„ 

In committee on Mr. McPhllllps' bill 
rcspeclirig assignment of wages or sal- 
ary to be earned in the future, .Mr. 
Bowser moved an amendment where- 
by assignment should be filed in tho 
oillce of the county court instead of 
with the government agent or munici- 
pal clerk. 

Mr. liawthornthwaite (Nanaimo) 
nioved that the entire bill ahonld bo 
struck out with the exception of the 
section making it obligatory that the 
written consent of the assignor's wife 
should bo attached to tho assignment. 

Mr. Macdonald (Rossland) .said that 
this was a good section, but. it should 
be preceded by legislation giving the 
wife a dower right on her husband's 
propertj'*.! , , 

Aft^lt' a great deal more crlticlsni, 
Mr.- 'McPhlUips. Bttid he would with- 
draw his- bill, stating that he would 
introduce it again next session. He 
said he looked upon the hill as tlie 
preliminary to a bill preventing the 
garnishment of wages. 

Mr. liawthornthwaite said lie was 
Hurprlsed that the meniber for 'I'lie Is- 
lands had got "cold feet" so soon. He 
said that the second clause would iie a 
good one, iis if a man Intendeil to <nit 
on "a toot," he would have great dif- 
ficultv in getting his wile to assent to 
an assignment of his wages for tlie 
purpose. 

.Mr. Tliomson (Victoria). suggested 
that the meniber foi- .N'anaimo, avIii> 
cdijected to Latin phrases, tell the 
House what the word "toot" meant. 

The cmumittee arose, and the bill 
was marked "exit" for this section. 

Tlie water bill was given third read- 
ing and juisse'd without a di\islon. 

'I'he Premier said, on the motion for 
second reading of Mr. llawtliorntli- 
waite's ijill to extend the franchise to 
women, that the mein'oer for Nanaimo 
luid asked him to give the House an 
opportunity to divide on this measure. 
He had alroad.v voted on it several 
limes, and had no olijection.

At the night session the Pnivincial 
I'Zli'ctions .Vet was givi-n third reading 
and passed. 

In report on tiie bill to amend the 
Game Protei'tion Act, .Mr. llawthorn- 
thwalto (Nanaimo), ino\'ed Ills amend- 
ment restrletiiig the right to lake 
game to registered voters, and their 
families. 

The Speaker declared the amend- 
nieiit to be out of 'order, as It dealt 
with a tax. Mr. Hawthornthwalto 
witlidrow the clause on the assurance 
of the Chief (Commissioner of Lands 
that he would considi'r a similar 
amendment for next session.

gold mines of Cariboo with tlje rosult, 
that tho vast portion of Canada lying 
to the west of the Rocky Mountains, 
and hithortO' given over to the native 
Indians and a certain number of tho 
Hudson Bay traders,^ whose forts aro 
still to be seen In various pIaces, :camo 
to witness .t. considerable Immigration 
of men and women of Anglo-Saxon 
birth and speech. 

In order to meet this groat and re- 
markable development, the province of 
British Columbia, was tlierefore con- 
stituted a crown colony In the year 
1858, 'while twelve months later, with 
tho consecration of Dr. Hills, the t'lv^t 
attempt was made to build up into 
some sort of organic life the rather 
feeble and spasmodic efforts v.'nicb h.'id 
been made on the part of the church to 
care for the spiritual wellbeing of the 
lanil during the pnnious twenty year.^. 

Tlie ways and means for this m-w 
forward movement were sni)plicd with 
cliaracteristic generosity by the late 
I3aroness Biirdett-Coutts. The bishop- 
ric was endowed by lier in tlie most 
munificent fashion, while she further 
I)rovided endowments for tlie tv.'o new- 
ly created archdeaconries of Columbia 
and Vancotiver.. A first rat(.' man was 
found for the most important ^vork of 
leadership. His early ministerial llfo 
spent under Dr. Hook, then in tlie v<Ty 
thick of hia great work at Leeds par- 
ish church, George Hills was subse- 
(luently promoted to the vicarage of 
St. Mary's, In the same city, lojivlng 
some years later for a 'yet more -Im- 
portant sphere— as vicar of Great Yar- 
mouth. Hero In 'a comparatively short 
time he achieved a reputation as .a 
parochial administrator second only 
to that of his great chief, 

The First Bishop. 

Accordingly, be was despatched to 
tnke up work in the western outpost 
of the British empire under the Cull 
belief that this beautiful province 
\vould in five or .six years from the 
time of his' consecration come to bo 
inhabited Ijy a population of at least 
half a million souls. Those hopes 
were, however, disappointed. Many 
causes, too numerous to mention here, 
retarded the material development of 
British Columbia in an unexpected 
ninnner, and for year after year Bisliop 
Hills had to labor on as a- pioneer do- 
ing veritable spado-work In the face 
ot difficulties calculated to discour- 
age the bravest of men. In those days 
tho railway was unknown. Many years 
had to elapso before tho Iron track of 
tho Canadian Pacific was laid. Thus, 
the dlfllcultles of organizing church 
life in a diocese, parts of wiiich were 
sejiaratcd from each other by no less 
than 1,000 miles, while the waters of 
the Gulf of Georgia cut off Vancouver 
f.sland from the mainland by a jour- 
ney of some hours, were simply ap- 
lialllng. 

The Division of the Mother Diocese. 
None tho loss Bishop Hills remained 
at his post year after year. The work 
which he set on foot lins grov/n and 
prospered. Twenty years after his own 
consecration lie succeeded In dividing 
Ills vast diocese into Ihreo, known to- 
diiy as Colmnbla, Caledonia, and New 
Westminster, the latter of ■which has 
since undergone a further progress of 
subdivision by the, creation of the 
Dioces(' of Ko(iten;iy. Tlie ' mere 
handful of cli.'rgy* nioreo\'er, whom 
];isho|) Hills found at work, are re- 
Iiresented tod.ay by no less than one 
hundred priests and deacons as well 
as lay readers. . ■ 

In tho year 1909, ,the church In Brlt- 
I.sh Columbia .will .therefore bo keep- 
ing her.'Jufallpe, and It seems, right that 
.some atten)pt.'i,8h6uld. bo made on the 
part of 'the church, in, the Old Country 
lo commemornto tho occasion in a 
really (Ittlng fashioji la order that she 
may give thanks to Almighty. God for 
the work of Bishop Hills, and Bishop 
SlUltoo (both now at -rest) and the 
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many " blessings and benefits 
which Ho has , conferred upon her 
young daugiitcr in the Far West. As 
already indicated, the bulk ot tho 
spiritual work cai-ric' on in British 
Columbia has been, :ind indeed still Is, 
of a pioneer description. .More elabor- 
ate developments have had as yet to 
take a subordinate j)laci\ The per- 
petual struggle to pro\ide scattered 
j)ioneer Immigrants with the bare ne- 
cessities ot spiritual life has been a 
burden all too heavy for tho Church's 
leaders. Thus it is to be scarcely 
v.-ondered at that the Church in Brl- 
lisli Columbhi lias as yet been unable 
to mako any provision whatso(!ver for 
the training of her clergy. This weak- 
ness, the seriousness of wliicli cffhnot 
bo over estimated, h;is had to be en- 
dured. Noifft tho less It seems a scarce- 
ly creditable state of things that at 
the present moment any young rnan, 
resident In British Columbia, who may 
feel called to seek Holy Orders, should 
be obliged to make h.'s way to St. 
John'.s College, Winnipeg, distant no 
less than sixteen liundred miles from 
the Pacific coast, before he can attend 
ii. single lecture or receive oven the 
most elementary tralHlng^for the "WOrk 
of tho ministry! 

A-University for British Columbia. 

ThllS, some kind of a Theological 
College or Training. School for Clergy, 
however humble, has been long felt by 
many persons to bo u necessity of ilrst 
rate Importance for the Church, in Bri- 
tish Columbia. Bather more than 
throe years ;igo I ho Diocese of New 
Westminster, thanks to a generous 
supporter, felt itself In a position to 
make a first tentative move. A mo- 
dest scheme for tlio establishment of a 
Diocesan College in the City of Van- 
couver was' set on foot and a certain 
amount of money was raised in Eng- 
land during lUOi, and 1900. While these 
early preliminary efforts wore being 
made, the situ.ation underwent how- 
ever an unexpected development, ow- 
ing to the action of McGlll University, 
Montreal. This body, simultaneously 
with our own efforts to establish a 
Theological College in the Diocese- of 
New Westminster, started a branch :,of 
Its own In Vancpuv^'r, a work wh,16h 
would ultimately (Jov'clop, so It -was, 
hoped, Into a University for British 
Columbia. These eftortq have been 
received with the utmost cordiality. 
The Provincial Legislature have" 'grant- 
ed a lease of upwards of thirty acres 
of land at Point Qrey ~ln . "Vandpuver 
Cltv to tho McGlll "University College 
of British Columbia, for by thl^. title 
is it known today;, "while ' lectures , are 
in full swing In a temporary" biilldlng. 

Moreover, it should be added, that 
in the early i)urt o« tho present year 
parliament passed a measure entitled 
■Tlie liritish Columbia "anlverslty Act, 
I'JOS," in which all tho -machinery of 
a great Provincial University has been 
provided, whllo- they have also offered 
to sot aside something like two million 
acres of land In the northern portion 
of the Province, which . should In 
course of time prove of extraordinary 
\aluc, for purposes of endowment. 
AVhether this- latter Institution will 
absorb MoGlU University College or 
wiiother they will remain two separ- 
ate Institutions, Almo alone can show, 
but It will bie sufflclent to point out In 
this place that far reaching schemes 
of educational development for British 
Columbia are "In the air" and that it 
is incumbent upon the church to avail 
itself of this opportunity for the fur- 
therance of its own educational needs, 
it may be safely stated that the Pro- 
vincial University of British Colum- 
bia, when once established, will repre- 
sent ono of the grandest educational 
works to be foinid anywhere either In 
Canada or In the United States. 
The College of St. Mark. 

This attempt to start a University 
for British Columbia has had an im- 
portant bearing upon tho proposed 
Theological College fdr the Diocese of 
Now Westminster. Th? "University au- 
thorities proceeded to state .at an early 
(l.ite their willingness to ' bestow a 
free site within their own grounds up- 
(iii any Institution, whether legal, me- 
dical or theological, which wotild con- 
sent to become affiliated. Those re- 
sponsible for S. Mark's College (for 
by this title will it be known) have 
wisely decided to accept these terms 
and to throw In their lot with the Uni- 
versity. This fact involves certain 
very Important considerations. 

1. Tho students of S. Mark's 6ol- 
loge will not, under these circum- 
stances, find themselves attached to 
a small Isolated seminary. On the 
other hand they will be enabled to 
participate In every adArantage which 
a great and elaborately equipped Uni- 
versity can offer. The general educa- 
tional value- of such an arrangement 
it is needless to<emphasIze, 

2. Although the students of S. 
Ivlark's College wHl receive the degrees 
conferred by the University of British 
Columbia, enter for its ex'amlnatlons 
and take part In Its general life, yet 
HO far as Its -own - internal discipline 
and management are concerned it will 
occupy a purely independent position. 
The College will bo a corporate body 
under its own Trvistees who-',\yilI have 
tho appplntm'ent ' of Its .warden and 
other officers, .while In the, beautiful 
chapel which it Is hoped It will some 
day possess, the' students will have a 
strong centre for their own' religious 
life. 

'S. K S. Mark's College Is to form 
an integral j)art of a great Provincial 
University it stands to reason that It 
can no longer lie conducted as origin- 
ally proposed upon lines of a purely 
diocesan character, .The,, brqnd Inter- 
ests of tho ChurchVcleairly deltnttnd that 
the College; like th6;'tTnlyorsIt'y, should 
bo as far as, possibly r a provincial In- 
stItutlbii;,;:''2.The5'dlpceses of Columbia 
and Kootenay . have therefore thrown 
In" their lot. with that of the New 
Westminster and are working heart 



arid soul for the establishment of tho 
CoUogo at an early date. 

The Jubilee Commemoration. 
Thus, to sum up, there Is displayed 
before the Church today an opportun- 
ity of really first rate Importance, and 
this comniittco ■svlilch has undertaken 
tho work of orgjinlzing in the Old 
Country the Jubilee Commemoration 
of tho Church in British Columbia feel 
that thoy have a strong claim with 
which to appeal to roaidcnts in Eng- 
land. They' base their jippeal upon 
tlio following grounds, in addition to 
those wlilcli have already been staled: 

1. The Church is a.skcd distinctly 
to mako its own contribution towards 
solving some of tho problems associat- 
ed with tho work of Higher Education 
in one of the fairest and most Iiopeful 
portions of the whole British Eniiilre. 

2. The Church Is Invited to occupy 
a position forthwith of immense stra- 
tegic Importance. The acflo)i taken 
by her In tho coifrse of the next three 
or four \-ears is likely to lntluenc(! for 
weal or for woe those who come after 
for many a generation. 

We therefore call upon Church peo- 
ple to rise to a real sense of this grand 
opportunity and to seize it for good 
and all. The University of British 
Columbia Itself is to, be. conducted up- 
on really big and ln8plrlng|,:llhes. The 
Church's College musfborno-less.mag- 
nlfical. Wc ask for £.30,000, a sum 
all too little with which "to'"6quIp our 
College with first-rate buildings and 
other "plant" worthy of. the setting In 
which they ■^^ll be placed and also to 
lirovido endowment for the stipend of 
a warden and sub-warden wiio ob- 
viously must be men of strong Intel- 
lectual, moral and spiritual calibre. 
We cannot think that our appeal -will 
bo made In vain. 

.London Times Account, 

Tho London Time.q, in its is^uo of 
February 25, has tho following ac- 
count of the meeting: 

The Lord Mayor, who presided, said 
that that meeting was ono of peculiar 
interest. In ISti!) a crowded meeting 
was held In that hall under a ijrevlous 
lord mayor. Sir Robert Garden, to wish 
God speed to the Ilrst bishop conse- 
crated for British Columbia. Im- 
mense good had accrued to the pro- 
vince from the movement thus start- 
ed. Bishop Hills, when ho arrived in 
the colony, found one clergyman of 
the Church of England at work there; 
after his years of labor he had tho 
satisfaction of knowing that tha one 
had increased to 80, under three 
bi:shoi)s. The presence of Mr. , Bur- 
dett-Coutts on that. platform was par- 
ticularly weI<;oihe, as it was Lady 
Hurdett-Coutts who endo-vved the 
blslioprlc at the start with a gift ot 
£25,000. It was to be hojied that the 
nuivement -would receive a fresh im- 
petus from that meeting. (Cheers.) 

The bishop of Norwich, In a letter 
read by Canon Brlstow, said that ho 
believed ho was tho only one still liv- 
ing of tho band of men who wont out 
to British Columbia. with Bishop Hills 
50 years ago. , '; ,"- ' ' ■ ' 
His Qr,aee. of. baiiterbtiry 

Tho Archbishop of Canterbury mov- 
ed:— 

"That it is a high Christian privilege 
and duty to aasi^st in the great spiritu- 
al work opened out by Divine Provi- 
dence during the jiast 50 years in the 
inte'reating and important iirovincc gl' 
British Columbia, and the bishops and 
clergy who are working there have 
claims of a strong and special nature, 
not only for warm and Christian sym- 
pathy, butiilSO' for sincere and (earnest 
support: In their arduous nilasion." 
This resolution is practically identi- 
cal with the opening resolution moved 
ut the raeetlnff BO years ago . referred 
to by the. lord mayor. The primate, 
recalling this fact yesterday, said that 
Lhelr C0nscl<9nces might perhaps be 
pricked 'on 'comparing the enthusiasm 
of BO years ago with the reception 
sometimes mot by similar enterprises 
today. But It should be remembered 
that for ono such effort launched then 
there wore 20 or 30 now. The next 
no years on the Pacific coast might 
lico even greater changes than the last. 
iMany men now thought that the region 
comprising Vancouver, Victoria, Port- 
land, and Seattle would bo tho very 
hub and centre of the world's life and 
commerce; and he was told that on 
the British side Qf the frontier there 
was coal enough to last, the world for 
ii,000 years. Such prospects ; should 
stimulate an effort to arm and fit the 
people of that region for tho great rc- 
.sponslbllities they would have to hear. 
The Pacific coast had a unlriue claim, 
because, whether people liked It or 
not, that was going to be tho meeting 
place, the exchange place, of East and 
AVest. It was absolutely vital that 
such a region should have clergy really 
lltted for their work. His brother, the 
archbishop of Ruiiert's Land, wrote to 
him that it was absolutely essential 
that there should be a place where the 
future clergy of British Columbia could 
be trained without going to a college 
1,500 miles away. In helping the pre- 
sent scheme •we should be helping peo- 
ple who helped themselves. (Cheers.) 

Lord Strathcona, high commissioner 
for Canada, who was received with 
loud cheers, seconded the resolution. 
Ho said that in 50 years Canada would 
have a population approaching and In 
100 years far beyond that of the Mo- 
ther Country. Surely, then, it was 
very necessar\- to mould tho people for 
their great future, as was being done 
by the Church of England and other 
churches. (Cheers.) 

Sir. Burdett-Coutts, M. P., said that 
Lady Burdett-Coutts, In founding tho 
diocese 50 years tigo, as in all -ilse that 
she did, had had a patriotic as well as 
a religious motive. She was an Im- 
perialist long before the cult of Ini- 
periallsni was fashionable. (Cheers.) 

Dr. Eugene Stock moved': — "That, In 
the opinion of this meeting, the Jublleo 
anniversary of tho Church In British 
Columbia would bo most worthily com- 
memorated, and tho interests of that 
Church best served, by tho establish- 
ment of a college l"or the training ot 
clergy for the several dioceses coiu- 
Iirlsed within tlie province; such col- 
lege to be attached as a Church liostel 
lo tho provincial university of British 
Columbia when established, and man- 
nged by a governing body, wliich shall 
bo represeiitativi! of all the said dio- 
ceses." 

The Hon. D. C. Fraser, lieutenant- 
governor of Nova Scotia, seconded the 
motion, which was carrieil. 

The elasing vote of thanks to the 
lord mayor was jiussed on the motion 
of tho Hon. .1. Jl. 'J'urner, agent-gen- 
eral for British Columbia, seconded by 
Mr. J. G. Talbot, M.P.

Contest of Unions. 
Halifax, N.S., JIarch 11.— A big 
strike among tho coal miners of Nova 
Qcotla Is a probability, duo to tho at- 
tempts of the United Mine Workers, 
the international union, to displace tho 
P.W.A.j the provincial union, which ha.s 
always been In control of tho labor em- 
ployed Ih the coal mines. A cohforcnco 
of mine owners was held '^at'f.Bydhfey 
today, when It was decided to 'st^"'! 
by the P.W.A. and resist the efforts 
of the U.M.W. to obtain tt ioutiiiaf. 
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THE SESSION 

The late session of the British Co- 
'liimbia legislature was one of more 
than usual importance, and this not 
.vn]y because of the various niea.surcs 
wlilch were ])iucod upon the statute 
.book. One distinguishing feature was 
^'!that arising out of the flnanolal. con- 
•^dition of the province. The one thing 
ivhicii British Coiuiiibin. needs at tlin 
IjPfBciit time more tluui anything- cioc 
i.s tliat its great area sliaii be opened 
^)y tlie construction of roads, trails 
.and bridges. Tlie buoyant revenue has 
Ibnabled the government to make ex- 
-ceptlonally large appropriations for 
tills purpose, and the members of the 
Legislature are to be congratulated 
upon having been able to secure such 
vihandsomo grants for necessary public 
'^works in their sseveral constituencies. 

'J'he announcement o£ the Premier in 
regard to tlie future policy of the gov- 
ernment in respect to timber licenses 
waM of sullicient importance to malce 
the session notable. Very much de- 
•';yoDds upon this' action. Not only will 
."tiiB timber resources of the province 
ho greatiy conserved by a policy of 
lienietuai tenure, but the revenue of 
tlie province will be rendered more 
stable and the lumber business will be 
put upon a much more secure founda- 
lion than would be possible if the sys- 
tem of tenure was only- of a,' temporary, 
nature. 

There was some expectation wlien 
the House opened that legislation 
would be 'brought down, to Inaugurate 
a* policy of railway biilldliig. ' The 'gov- 
ernment, after mature consideration, 
decided tiiat its plana were not suf- 
llciently advanced to permit of thio, 
but the Premier announced that 
the formation of a policy In this be- 
half will be considered during the re-, 
cess and a hieasure will bo submitted 
to the House when it reassembles. 

• V'Thc announcement of the Premier 
-that a plebiscite will be taiicn on lo- 
cal option, and the passage ,of a reso- 
lution providing for the appointment 
of a. Commission to Investigate the 
working of the Gothenburg system of 
liciuor selling combine to maice a very 
important departure in the direction 
of Temperance reform. We are sure 
■that the course adopted 'by the gov- 
ernment will meet with universal ap- 
pro v.tI. 

•Vmong tile legislative inea.suros the 
mOBt Important is doubtless the r.cv,- 
law relating to water.- The problem of 
irrigation and the proper utilization of 
water for domestic, municipal and 
power purposes form one of the most 
perplexing of all the questions with 
which a legislature and a government 
can bo called upon to deal. Mr. Fulton 
:md ilia colleaguoK have attacl;cd it 
with courage and foresight tliat were 
highly commendablo. The Bill Intro- 
duced was long and necessarily a very 
elaborate one. Tiie Chief Commis- 
,■31011^' lia;i never claimed lliat it was 
perfect. He has an open mind as to 
any and, all of Its details, being, with 
his colleagues, ohly concerned with 
the principle that tlie water sui)p!y oC 
tlie iirovlnce .siiall I'ii'.sl oC all be (.'un- 
served for the public use, and next tiiat 
vested rights shall be safeguarded as 
far as Is consistent with justice and a 
lirojier regard for tlie welfare of the 
community. We tliinic the government 
did well to asic the House to pass the 
Bill. Discussing It several days ago, 
we said that there was no reasonable 
(il)jection to pcrniittiiiK tlie law to 
come into operation, even tiiough there 
miglit Ijc .Honietiiing very like a cer- 
tainty tiiat it will have to bo amended 
in many material points at the next 
licsslon. Not very much is likely to bu 
done linder It during the first year, and 
■when the necessary steps are taken to 
liring it into oiieratioii, experience will 
show in wiiat respects ailerations may 
bo deisirable.' As - Mr, Fulton said: 
"The government takes the responsl- 
ibility." AVhile it has a right to ex- 
pect assistance from tiie Oi)posltion, 
and while It must be conceded tiiat the 
objections taken. t() the 'Bill were not 
merely cc jtlous. If at times thoy were 
hyper-critlcal, tlie ministry is respons- 
ible to the country for any measures, 
jiublic ov private, wiiich become law. 
Av e think it was wise to Ibt the law 
go upon the statute book, on the un- 
derstanding that, such aniendments., as 
may be found necessary. Will ibb made 
at the next session. 

An Interesting piece of legi.slatlon Is 
the short Act wliieli changes the name 
ol' Heformatories to that of Industrial 
Scliools. We commend the Attorney- 
General .for hi.s appreciation that, 
Shakespeare to the contrary . notwlth- 
.standing, there is sometliing in a name. 
A few years ago, Br. AValkem ex- 
pressed an excellent thougiit wiien ho 
protested against certain lostltutlons 
being called "Lunatic -Asylurt^li;" - and 



lilr. Bowser deserves great credit for 
determining that the piaces .cf. deten- 
tion to wiileh boys, found guilty of of- 
fences,- may 'be 'sent . shall -hereafter 
not bo called by a name which will bo 
suggestive of criminality.' ' So much 
depends upon the trend given to a 
boy's life, when, he has through folly 
been led to violate the la-w at an age, 
wiien lift ouglit not in justice to bo 
treated as a criminal, that we heartily 
congratulate the .•vttornoy-Goneral up- 
on tile adoption of the now name. 

Tile amendment to tho Elections 
Act will prove '.very useful ;|and;'': -will 
certainly 'liaVe' a teriJelicy to* promote 
purity of elections by keeping the 
voters' lists clear of names whicli 
ought not to be upon' them. Now that 
tiie battle ove'r the liro^ylsjontifor 
removal of names ' Is ovo'r, we feel 
bound to say that the Opposition wore 
figiiting for a mere shadow, and that 
under the Bill, as it was originally 
drawn, it is SSghly Improbaible that tho 
slightest Injustice would over have 
iieen done any one. 

Tiie pi-ovision made for the con- 
solidation and revision of tlie Statutes 
has conie none too soon, for although 
less tlian thirteen years have elapsed 
since tho last consolidation, important 
changes in the laws since that date 
have been so numerous that a new 
consolidation Is Imperative. 

In ,pursuance of the policy of tlie 
government 'to take all necessary 
stops for the prpmo.tiqn of agriculture, 
a measure has been passed providing 
for tho erection of co-operative fruit- 
cooling depots. AVe are sure that tills 
Will bo of very great advantage to all 
persons engaged in .raising -and mark- 
eting fruit. It Is a piece of legislation, 
which wiiile not spectacular, means 
doiliu-s to thoso In whoso interest it 
was passed. 

Tile ameiidme.il to the Municipali- 
ties Act, whereby Boards of Control 
are provided for and the separation of 
the executive from tho legislative 
branches of municipal work has been 
made possible, will, w-e are satisfied, 
be found to pi'ove an exceedingly use- 
ful piece of' legislation in the course of 
time. 

The Public Service Act is a measure 
that will 'bo found very useful. It Is 
not of any very general public interest 
'and "'relates specially to •'the' Civil Ser- 
vice, providing for the proper grading 
of olllclals. There is another aspect of 
the Civil Service, which calls for ac- 
tion, and has already received a 'great 
deal of (Consideration, namely the sys- 
tem of retiring allowance; but tills In- 
volveq so many different features tluU 
it may well bo left until it has been 
more carefully thouRht out. 

Tlie passage of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Act . settles very important 
questions In regard to the new ter- 
minal city of Prince Rupert. Tiii.s 
measure was the subject of a great 
deal of criticism, but tlie public may 
r<!st assured that It was prepared only 
after a great deal of consideration 
and, so far as tlie government was 
concerned, witii a desire to protect tho 
public interests a,s far as was possible 
consistent witli the actual needs of a 
great transcontinental railway com- 
pany at its Pacific terminus. Tho 
questions Involved were not such as 
can be advantageously discussed by 
jiersons unfamiliar with the locality, 
and tlierefore much that was said in 
criticism of the bill was of necessity 
of very little value. Wfe are satlsflcd 
that It will be found that the govern- 
ment has not neglected its responsibil- 
ity to the future residents of Prince 
Rupert in the measure which it asked 
the House to assent to. 

The private Acts, though not very 
numerous, were in sonic cases very 
important. We have so recently re- 
ferred to the Act relating to the water 
supply of Victoria, that It would be 
superfluous to add anytliing to what 
has ;tiruad\- bcuu ,sakl. Time will de- 
monstrate, we hope, that thin incasure 
is one of the greatest value to tlio 
city, and that It has not been unfair 
to the stockholders In tho Esqulmnlt 
Water AVorks conipaiij-. Under Its 
provisions tlie city is able al a rea- 
sonable price to acquire full control 
o£ the water supply of this Whole 
nelgliborliood, a consummation most 
devoutly to be wished. The Act ex- 
tending tho time for the construction 
of the Pacific Northern and Onienica 
Hallway i.s one that will liavc an Im- 
mediate effect upon tlio development 
of tiic large and valuable tract of 
country reached by way of KItlmaat 
Inlet. 

From this hasty review It ivlll be 

seen tiiat the Ses.sion lias I)een one of 
more lliun usual importance. It has 
not been as interesting from the stand- 
point of the galleries ds some previous 
sessions have been. The meetings of 
tile House and all the debates were 
notable for tlie excellent good iiunior 
u-hicli prevailed almost witliout ex- 
ception. AVe think that botii siiles ol' 
tlvj House have gained in each otiier's 
respect, We^ foel that we can con- 
gratulate tho people of tho province 
upon tho tact, ability and courtesy 
displayed by tiie two leaders under all 
circumstance.'^, whleli arose during a 
session, which al times was more tliau 
trying.

There Is 
iiotlilng jiartlcularly new in that an- 
nouncement, but we make this refer- 
ence to It for tha'piirpose: of., saying 
that wo are pleased to -note tills evi- 
dence of a disposition on the part of 
tlie i.u-esK of Vancouver to "give A^e- 
torla a.slunv," when recording pro- 
gress of the various cities, of British 
Columbia. 



PORT DEVELOPMENT 

The Colonist has from time to timo 
dwelt upon the necessity of taking 
steps to i>rovldo for gi'eater harbor ac- 
conimodatldn ; at Victoria i than is now 
available. In so doing It has iieen 
careful to make plain that it was in 
no way reflecting upon tho facilities 
which have already been provided, 
which, are'^'fujly -equal, to the present 
requirements of the port. We have 
been looking to tho future, and liavo 
been Influenced by the consideration 
that there are certain facilities which 
■in-lvato enteri^rise'ilcannQt^^^^^ expected 
to supply. Wiien a'mari lias to'put his 
hand Into ills own pocket and pay for 
a worli in tho, public interest,, ho must 
always tako tho question 'of profit into 
account,,_unfess ho'ls acting in a pure- 
ly charltnbio spirit,': and this is not tho 
frame cf mind with which people us- 
ually ajiproach , the construction of 
whar^-ea and docks. If they put in 
their money, tliey want to see some 
reasonable -prospect of getting §omc 
Immediate return. In passing avo may 
say tliat the enterprise siiown by Mr. 
11. P. Riltiet in tlie construction of the 
Outer AVharves was of tho most fore- 
sighted and public spirited kind; but 
tlien Mr. Rithet Is in ail tilings foi-e- 
sigiited and public spirited. His splen- 
did optimism In regard to Victoria In 
connection with Island development 
and transcontinental railway connec- 
tion lias been an in-spiratioii to every 
one who has woriied in tills behalf. 
But this is a digression. A\'liat we 
wish to say is tliat, undertakings, 
wliose magnitude must bo out of all 
proportion to present requirements, 
and are taken in hand solely In view 
of tile developments of the future, are 
matters wiilch the utate ougiit to cou- 
ceni itself with. AVo refer to this sub- 
ject at this time, only for tho purpose 
of keeping it before the people and to 
introduce the following interesting ex- 
tract from the Monetary Times: 

Port development in Canada, is of 
vast importance to the growth of Can- 
adian commerce. Money expended up- 
on tiie improvement of facilities may 
well be spent with one eye upon tho 
far future. Tlio penny-wlss-and- 
pound-foolisii policy Avas not framed 
for Canadian port improvement. Hal- 
ifax and St. John liavci good reasons 
for putting their maritime liousea in 
the best possible shajio. Prince Ru- 
pert will likely become a history-mak- 
ing port on the American Pacific coast 
Willie the iiarboring at A'^ancouver and 
A'ietoria of vessels whlcli liave danced 
ill the Far Eastern seas. Is an event, 
and will be a greater one. It will send 
iJritlsh Columbia's blood coursing 
through commercial arteries. Signs 
are not lacking that the world's big- 
gest steamsiiip companies are likely to 
shave the equipments of their regular 
routes, the shavings to bo cast, in the 
.>hape of first the smaller vessels, on 
to Canada's 'Atlantic aoaway. With 
the recognition -of our. undeveloped ro- 
■sources and an, appreciation, of neg- 
lected possibilities -for increased trade 
with other countries, the sitieamshlp 
links will increase, iifonti-eal must ne- 
cessarily figure ill this commercial 
growtii. Tiie first siiip on the new 
Canada Line will probably leave Rot- 
terdam for Jlontreal in April. Three 
steamers have been drawn from tho 
services of the Compagnle Genorale 
Tranaatlantiqiio, the Holland-Ameri- 
can l..lne, the Hamburg-American 
Line, tlio Xorth German-Lloyd, tho 
Austro-Amcrlcanl and others. Tliat 
Is only the beginning. Meanwliile, port 
development siiould be printed in big 
type on tlie commercial slate. 



OUR MINERAL RESOURCES 

A day or two ago we referred to the 
remarkable development of Canadian 
mining as shown by ofllcial reports. 
We have before us today tiio Montreal 
Star's report of the annual -banquet of 
the Canadian Mining Institute. The 
report begins with tlie following in- 
teresting summary: 

Optimistic views as to tlio future 
mineral output of Canada were in- 
dulged in last night !it the banquet 
whicii always marks tlie close of tlie 
annual session of tho Canadian Min- 
ing Institute, and It was given to bo 
understood that the strides which tiie 
Dominion has made In the past In the 
way of mining development was but 
a fraction Of what will be the case in 
the comparatively near future, when 
Canada becomes one of the greatest 
mineral jiroduclng countries In the 
"vvorld. 

Tho Qovernor-Goneral, wliose inter- 
est in the material jirosjierity of the 
country !,s ,-)s marked as was that of 
Lord IJiifl'crin m our political wel- 
fare, ma.le what must iiav(! been, 
judging from the iirief synopsis pub- 
lished, a very liopeful speech. He said 
he anticipated as great an Increase In 
the Importarice of mining during the 
next twenty years as iiad marked It 
in tiie p;i«t twenty. AVlille saying ttial 
he sympathized more with agriculture 
111 a 11 with any other Industry "ho ad- 
mitted that no interest was more im- 
portant to a nation than tliat of mill- 
ing, whicli gave iiicr(;ased demand for 
labor, commercial activity and railway 
traffic." His Excellency expressed the 
opinion that tho visit of the mining 
engineers from Europe last year would 
be iiroductlve of great good. Jlr. Tem- 
pleman, who also spoke, expressed the 
belief that the Department of Mines 
would do as much good for tho special 
bu-siness under its supervision as the 
Department of Agriculture liad for 
farming, which was very groat indeed. 
"It seemed to lilm. Judging from the 
development of the last five or ton 
years of only half the northern por- 
tion of Ontario and Quebec, that tin; 
next decade would enormously exceed 
anything in the past," 'Mr.- Goodeve 
also spoke, dealing with the other In- 
dustries whicii can be ranlied with 
mining in importance. 

School books supplied the govern- 
ment of 'Saskatchewan are, It appears, 
made In New York. Tills may lie 
pleasing to tho free trade wing of thi! 
Liberal party but it will prove the re- 
verse of palatable to the majority of 
Canadians.

A partlqularl^ 
cant feature of prosont' conditions is 
that there is a marlced increase in the 
number of business blocks of good 
size whicii are in contemplation. Here- 
t6foro;tho;,bulk: bf -tlJO.bulldlng opera- 
tions' has been made up in tho con- 
struction of residences, and while tills 
is an eminently satisfactory kind of 
growth, still an increase in tlio num- 
ber of business premises Indicates tlie 
development of tlie city along broad 
Ilnes-^as a commercial centre as well 
as a place of" residence. 



Tho City Council has made many 
Ineffectual attempts to protect the 
fore sliore adjacent to A'ietoria, no- 
tably at DalliUi Road and Rosa Bay 
cemetery from the v/ash of the waves, 
and is just now engaged In anotlicr 
effort. Tho opinion Is freely express- 
ed that tile ]ilan -which Is now being 
followed will prove useless. The City 
Council might as well make up its 
mind tliat sooner or later it will have 
to get expert advice upon this matter. 
As we lia\ e pointy out on^more than 
one occasion, "and as has been men- 
tioned in letters to the Colonist from 
correspondents, at many places in 
England tho question of foreshore ero- 
sion has been successfully dealt with. 
It It pure obstinacy or just common, 
ordinary indifference which impels tho 
council to refrain from seeking advice 
from communities in ]<;ngland where 
'such work has been successfully car- 
ried out? 



An attempt lioa been made to make 
capital out of a chance remarlt made 
by Mr. J. A. Mara at tho Board of 
Trade. At tho close of the mooting 
on Tiiursday mention was made of the 
fact that some private person in On- 
tario liad asked. the Board for an ex- 
pression of opinion , as to the removal 
of tlie duty on coal. The Board Avas 
indisposed to discuss sucli a question 
at a time w-lien there seemed to be no 
likelihood of anytliing coming out of 
it, and several more or less humorous 
observations were made. Some one 
suggested that ''|Iie-^ucstion' be refer- 
red to a coal' deafer "presleht; ,ianoti)er 
proposed that it bo handed over to Jlr. 
Oliver for con8ld^Ti\Uoii. Nobody was 
serious in anything that was said. To 
represent Mr.-' Mara, 'dc'.'any one else 
wiio was presenilis taking a position 
having any bearlngi-whatever upon tlie 
pricejof coal or the development of tho 
iljtVaiid 'itilnes, is ais absurd ias to say 
that a man is finding faiult with the 
Dohiinlon government when he says: 
"It's a beastly day," seeing that wo all 
know that the government maintains a 
weather bureau. ' 



The Daylight Bill will shortly be- 
come operative in England. Tills mea- 
sure was llrst suggested in a pamph- 
let, published by William WHIett, In 
London, In August, 1907. Mr. Wlllett's 
Ideas were embodied in a bill tliat was 
Introduced in the House of Commons 
by AVilllain Pearce, Liberal member 
from the Towpr hamlets, early last 
year, In June a committee of the 
House filed a report favoring the bill. 
It provides that all clocks In the Unit- 
ed Kingdom shall, on a certain day, 
be advanced SO minutes, tiiercby giv- 
ing to business men an immediate 
gain of one hour and twenty minutes 
of daj'llght. Among other advantages 
clalmod for it hy Its advocates are 
that it would benefit the i)hyslciue in 
general and tiie liealtli and welfare of 
the people, lessen the use of saloons 
and reduce tlie expenditure of artifi- 
cial iiglu. The bill has received sup- 
port from railway.q. manufacturers and 
business people of all classes to an 
extent that has greatly surprised the 
many who at first ridiculed It. Win n 
it was first brought to the attention of 
the House of Commons It was received 
with "roars of laughter."

Some.three days afterwards tlio 
CF.ptnIn was enabled to board tho 
wxock and, found th;it she liad been 
laden with lumber, which had floated 
off and lay scattered along- tho beach.

wreck, which .aroused the suspicions 
of Capt. ChrlstQnsen,,i.,and . upon dlU- 
Rcnt .en<iulifi^:I)e''-fuuy aacertalned that 
two bodies had floated ashore from 
tho wreck. One of these bodies — that 
of a woman — with loiib', flowing hair, 
lay on the l)cach, Just where the. In- 
diaii.s had dragged it, beyond the marlt 
of lilgrh water. The flesh had nearly 
disappeared from tho face and body,' 
and It was Impofisiblo to either recoij- 
nize the remains or discern marks of 
violence; .the clothing Imd boon strlp- 
])ed off and carried away b.v the na- 
tives, and now form perhaps part of 
tile apparel of a squaw. Three rings, 
taken from tho woman by the In- 
dians, were purchasi^d bx .C4p.t Qhrts- 
tonaon, who brougllt. them to Victoria, 
together wltl^ an ■ account book In 
• which was written the supposed an mo 
' of tho bark. Ono of the rings is ap- 
parently n wedding ring; the other two 
Jt arfe large, and one had the initials "P. 
, ';.M/' engraved upon. The other bodies 
f Capt. Cbristenseii ' did not see.

The ■dlfllculties 'in the way ot^ascer-': 
taming with any degree. ofi^ocUraqy 
tho potential nilnferal wealthViOfi cVun,-) 
couvor Island are groat. Geologlcaljyi 
the condition of tho Island Is /very fa- 
vorable to tho discovery of mlnenrl 
doiioslts, for the rocks aro largely, free 
from accumulations of glacial drift. 
On tho other hand vegetation Is so 
dense that tho dlfllculties ia tho way 
of tho prospector are often alniust In- 
surmountable, especially in tho.se parts 
where It is reasonable to suppose from 
geological data that nilnera'.s aro most 
likely to be found. This density of ve- 
getation has rendered anything like a 
comprehensive geological survey of the 
Island iinposalblo, except at an expense 
whicii the Dominion authorities have 
not yet felt warranted In Incurring, It 
is true that a, geological survey Is only 
liiiely Incidentally to make known tho 
existence of mineral deposits of value, 
but it._ls of great.vp.lueras a guide to 
proapeotors, .for It ahowa thejn where 
n'iilnerals may probably 'be 'discovered. 
There is happily good reason to- expect 
that there will bo sUch a degree of 
co-opcrutlon between tho provincial 
and federal autlioritlos that trails will 
be made of wlileh geological exiilorers 
.•13 well as prospectors can avail thom- 
siolvea. Notwitlistandiag tiiese dilllcul- 
lles, a groat deal is already known of 
the niinoral wealth of tlie island, suf- 
(Iclent to warrant the opinion lliat it 
will prove in tho future, as it has in 
tho past, in respect to coal, the scene 
of great and .iirosiierous industries. 
Minerals Found Hero 

In regard to tho coal mines of Van- 
couver Island I feel that it Is almost 
sullicient to quote from tho British Co- 
lumbia Year Book, issued in 1903: 
•■Tiie east coast of the Island has so 
many producing collieries, lia\ing a 
Joint yearly output of over a million 
ton.s, that mention of the district here 
Is scarcely necessary." AVhen consid- 
ering the Island, as I am now, from 
the standpoint of railway development, 
a simple statement that the doiiosits 
of coal are many, are widespread and 
of e-Ncellent ciuallty is perhaps enough, 
but mention may be made of the fact 
that it is not only In tlie region around 
Nauaimo, Ladysmlth and Cumberland 
that extensive deposits exist,, but they 
aro . known to bo . present In '. Other 
and widely separated places. .There is 
coal at Quatsino Sound and qther 
pointg hear, the, northern e^nd of tho 
Island. It is found near Sooke and 
at other points near the southern end. 
It is found near Albemi, which is near 
tho centre of the Island::- The *ooal of 
Vancouver Island is & gr«at and per- 
manent source of prosperity. 

In regard to iron- the general state- 
ment may be made that* the deposits 
aro numerous and apparently^ extensive. 
The ore Is chiefly magnetic. There is 
ono notable exception. On the north- 
ern side of the West Arm of Quatsino 
Sound there is a large dojiosit of bog 
Iron ore, which has been formed by 
seepage from the hilis, where what Is 
popularly called white iron abounds. 
Tho quality of this bog iron is high. 
Magnetic Iron is found in the nelgh- 
b-orliood of Quatsino Sound, at Head 
Bay or Nootka Sound, on Kennedy 
Lake, at Sarita, Copper Island and 
Sochart on Barkley Sound, at Jordan 
River, at Sooke, near Cln/mainus, near 
Crown Mountain and elsewhere. An 
analysis, ofliclally made, of tho ores 
on Barkley Sound will serve to Indi- 
cate the general character of the Van- 
couver Island magnetites: Iron from 
6i to 69 per cent; silica from 1.5 to 7.3 
per cent; alumini/$rom .14 to .52 per 
cent; sulphur from, a. trace to .,008 per 
cent; phosphorus from .003 to .01 per 
cent; lime from .250 to .376 per cent, 
with tracftB of manganese . and mag- 
nesia. I quote again .from the Year 
Book : "Up to the present the iron 
areas have been hold by men unable 
througli lack of the necessary neans 
to develop them." In tho same work 
I find a report from Mr. W. M. Brewer, 
M.E., on iron, from which I make tho 
following extract: "As a matter of 
fact, attention has only been drawn to 
the iron ore d(»poslts on the Island 
for such a sliort time, so far as con- 
corns tholr value for tho manufacture 
of pig Iron, and incidentally stod, 
that jirospectnrs who arc; searching 
for motalllfoTOu.s lode niinett have 
given very little attention In lo- 
cating' occurrences of Iron ore, 
unless such ' holds siifllclent 
copjior and gold v.alue to make tho ore 
important in their i.'ves." There Is 
cver.\- reason to sujipose that furt.her 
prosjiocting, which is unlikoly to bo 
undertaken until tliorc arises a de- 
mand for iron ores, will disclose many 
other valuable deposits. 

Concerning tho copper deposits of 
tlie island it can bo truthfully said 
that they appear to be innumerable, 
tmd some of them are undoubtedly of 
high value. The -mines most prom'in- 
ent as ahippera of ore have been tho 
Tyee and the Lenora, but there aro 
others which have shipped consider- 
able quantities. It would bo a waste 
of time to give a list of the various 
prospects, which have been more or 
loss doveioiicd. Perhaps as' much as 
need be said here is that copper ores 
are found in almost every part of tho 
Island that has been prospected, and 
that Is reason to bolleve they exist In 
great (luantity In the unexplored por- 
tlon.'^. A low yoar.s ago thore was 
every reason to anticipatf; the exten- 
sive dovolopniont of some nf the vari- 
ous dojioslt.s, but tile fall In the price 
of copper cheekod Investment, and a 
revi\al need not bo expected until 

jiricis go ui> .again. There is no room 
for doubt that copper is an abundant 
mineral on the island. 

Gold Is also a widely distributed 
metal. It is found in tho .'Jands on' the 
beach at the north end, anci in the 
gravels whicli front tlie Strait of Juan 
de Fuca, on the' soutli. It occurs in 
tlio sanils <jf A'/rcck Bay on the West 
Coast and is found in combination 
with other minerals on many of the 
small rivers (lowing Into tlii! PacUlc 
ocean. It has boon washed in paying 
(luantlties from the sands of Loech 
rivor, not very far from A'ictoria, ' and ] 
fri/e milling <iuarlz containing it has j 
lireii discovered In more than omi lu.- 
cality. It would be Injudicious to ex- i 
pre.«s any opinion as to tlio futun; I 
prospects of gold mining on tho lidand. 
It is yet an unknown (piiinllty, but 
makes a good promise for tho future. 
The same observation, although to a 
much more limited degree, applies to 
silver, "platinum and mercury, which 
have be?n found, but concerning the 
value of which. ;in,<;onnectiori with the 
development of tjiajslaija, it- would be 
folly to cxprpss any,.oi>lnIon,.T^thatever. 
I only mention "that these metals have 
been found. 

Tlic Marble mines of Nootka Soiiiur 
are supplying some of the most boautl- 
bul murble now on tlic markot. Tlie 
deposits that are being worked aro 
extensive. More . of apparently the 
same , ohar.acter is known to .exipt. In. 
the same neighborhood, and I am told 
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of excellent marble being found on tho 
Kla-anch river and elsewhere. Lime- 
stoiio Is abundant, and some of tho 
beds are admirably adapted for tho 
manufacture of Portland cement. Brick 
clay, ilro clay and building stone of 
high grade are common. In short the 
niinoral resources of Vancouver Island 
are not only very diversified, but are 
of such value that they will supply the 
basis of great industries, thereby In 
the course of time 'furhiah'lng.a mar- 
ket for the products of .' the thousands 
of farms, which AvlU thon "toe -found all 
over this "TreasU'cO'-jIslajn^." '

Mr. All then dcscribcil the various 
evi nts leadinf? up to tho deeline of tho 
Mc);;ul Kmplro and the advent of the 
P.rltl.sh power, '111111 glvo the gountry 
1" ,ii'.^ arid rf llsicuK toleration, that 
vaiKiuLihed the force.s of anarchy and 
disorilur, and tliat Introduced a form 
of Kovcrninent that paralyzed tho hand 
of fanaticlsip. The comlnij of tho Brit- 
ish into the country was the .signal for 
Hinduism and Islam to retire each 
witliln Its own llmlt.s. It gave the land 
a Ktronp and widl-iuden'd form of ad- 
minl.stratlon that r' .sp.x-t.s tin- personal 
law and religious principles and preju- 
dices of all communities ho loiiu n.s they 
do not intert'iTd. wltli the general peaco 
of the country." 

Coming to' the prr sciit time. Mr. All 
mentioned the lilyli aiiiiointnionls to 
which Jloslenis had been appointed

"In tiiose days of political trihulatlo'i 
and unrest, profi'sslnna of loyalty stand

sense ".of tin.' country n cogiilzes tlie 
fact that the iirogr.'ss of India rests 
on the maintenance of order and In- 
tornal peace, and .that ord^r and: lnter- 
nOT peace In view of the oohdltlons 
obtaining' in our country at present and 
for a very long time to come, an Ini- l 
iiK.'.isurablv long time to come, spell 
lirlllsh occupation — Brltlah occuiiatlon 
not In the thin .and diluted form In 
which Canada, Australia and South Af- | 
rlca stand. In relation - to .EnKland, but' 
British occupation in tho sense In which 
our country has enjoyed InteriuU peace 
during the last fifty years, nelleve mo 
that as long a.'i we h.ave not learned to 
overcome sectarian aKgressivones.i, to 
rlso above prejudices based oa diversity 
of races, religions and languages, and 



to alter tho alarming- conditions of 
violent inlelle.otual disparity among 
the peoples of India, so long British oc- 
cupation la the principal element In the 
progress of the country. Tho need of 
India Is to recognize that true pa 
triotism Uo.'i in taking measure of tho 
conditions existing in fact and devoting 
oneself to amellor.atlon. 

Proceeding to discuss tho question of 
".Swaraj," tho apeakcr aald: "Idealism 
may bo enchanting, but It has llttio 
place In pf-actlcal politics. The Ideal 
iBtIc Swaraj, as underalood In tho light 
of a Calcutta high court ruling is a 
fascinating picture, but I do think that 
thore aro strong and valid reasons to 
hold that It will bo tho hlggeat politi- 
cal blunder for the people of India to 
ask and tho British parliament to grant 
it.

In modern times a lai-gi! body 
of ca."!) deposited with .'i foreign peo- 
ple la about the most serviceable eoriis 
diplomatique imaginable; ita lu-iseneo 
Is always felt for the promotion of 
the lender's Interest; ita integrity 
Is regarded by International consent 
as something sacred and inviolable;

PavemeiU.s oceupiea a large part of 
the time ol' the streets/^ bridges and 
sowers committee last night, a lengthy 
discussion following the presentation 
ot the report submitted by Aldermen 
Turner and Henderson and City En- 
gineer Topp, iyho were appointed to 
visit Portland and Seattle and investi- 
gate the merits of the various classes 
of street pavements. The report was 
as follows: - 

In accordance with your instructions 
,we proceeded to Portland to look Into 
the question of street paving. We 
made a pretty thorough examination 
of the different kinds ot pavement that 
Is used there: Brick, wood bloclcp, as- 
iJhalt and bitullthlc. Of the latter they 
have 352,000 square yards laid from 
1»03 to date, and from 150,000 to 200,- 
000 yards aro to bo laid this year, one 
half or 100,000 yards of wiilch Is act- 
ually contracted for. 

"\Vo attach hereto a list of the streets 
we iixamlned, sliowlng the year each 
was laid: Fifth street lain in 1!)04 is in 
good condition; Park avenue laid in 
1903 is In good condition; Yan-iliill, laid 
in 1901, Is in good condition, and the 
same may be said oC most ot the other 
.stroets that we h:\\\. Flanders street, 
laid In inoi, is however, in bad condi- 
tion, tills It was explaii-iod to lis "oy 
the city engineer and by the liltulUhlc 
people wa8-:0ii account of the material 
having been blirnt in the preparation. 
This street was being repaired wiille 
wo were there. 

The Kurfact of ))ltullthlo Is not so 
oven as asphalt, not on account of the 
wearing of the surface Itself, but of 
the rolling the material when It Is 
being laid, and In our opinion the poor 
foundation which in Portland Is soft 
and boggy. . It is non-slippery, and 
the tiro chief informed us that for 
horses travelling on It, It is the best 
street they have. Tiie cost o£ bitullthlc 
In Portland (and tlie, cost would bo 
al)out the same here) is $2.20 per 
.-fquaro yard outside of the curb, ex- 
cavation and dr.Hlnnge. 

The worst streets in Portland are 
those paved with brick, this i.s be- 
cause tlio quality of the brick is poor. 

Hassam Pavement 
' Wo saw two blocks of nas.«ain which 
was laid in the residential district last 
year. This lias scarcely been used at 
rJi, it looks good but it is too new 
tor us to bo able to form an opinion 
as to its wearing (|ualities. Tlie city 
engineer Informed ais that ho was get- 
ting some Information regarding Ilas- 
sain, and he read us a letter from the 
city engineer oFLos Angeles in. which 
ho said tliat Hassam Iti-fthat city had 
been a complete fallurp.-^^j 

The wood blooto' pavement In Port- 
land laid onfrFoviWth sO-oet In 1902 is 
In fair condition, TJUt they do not like 
it there, and do not contemplate lay- 
ing any more. 

The mayor and tho city engineer 
treated us with the utmost courtesy, 
,and , gave us a great deal of iiiforma- 
tioni Tho mayor (Dr. Lane) said it 
was like carrying coals to Newcastle 
for Britishers to come to the United 
;statos' to try to' learn anytliInp,.about 
road making. This is perhaps true 
with regard to outside or country 
roads; the country roads around Port- 
land do not compare favorably with 
those around Victoria. 

We also visited Vancouver, Wash., 
where thoy .havb '■40,000'yaras of Bit- 
ullthlc istreels,'. vThls Is In ^oqd> Qoridl- 
tIoEf;'-»hd looM tery/nlce, buttlt Is all 
new; a considerable amount riiore is 
to be laid this year. 

In Seattle tho city engineer gave tis 
a fund of Information, and placed his 
cliief assistant, Mr. McMorrls, with an 
automobile, at our disposal for the af- 
ternoon, and we drove over a very 
large portion of the jirtved streets of 
Seattle. The main business streets 
there are paved wltli brick, and It 
gives excellent satisfaction. Some of 
it has been down for 10 yearn, and 
the repairs liave been very small. The 
steep hills are paved with sandstone 
and the residential parts are paved 
with asphalt This is all In good 
shape, but most of It Is new, AVood 
blocks they do not use at all. BituH- 
thic has'not.been tried there. 

In all the places we visited street 
paving is done entirely by contract. 

i'^rom what wo saw of liltulithic ive 
con.'ilder It an excellent pavement for 
streets where the trallic is not partic- 
ularly heavy, and where the founda- 
tion is dry and solid, although in 
Portland it is used on some streets 
where the trallic is pretty heavy. 

Re street lighting — In Portland they 
use the same lamiis that we aro now 
using here. They have lGr)0 of them 
In use, they will go for 150 hours with- 
out trimming, they are placed 250 feet 
apart, and 20 feet high, their cost is 
$(;:!.50 per annum per light, they use 
50 per cent steam and 50 per cent, 
water pbw^etr developed at Oregon City, 
12 miles Eway.^ 

Good for Fire Brigade 
We called on the fire chief in Port- 
land, and visited the fire hall. They 
have a splendid equipment of fire 
fighting appliances, fine horses, and a 
fine lot of men, they have a very stiff 
examination for admission to the fire 
brigade, and an ago limit of 30. The 
Are chief thinks that automobiles for 
Ore purposes are not far enough be- 
yond the experimental stage to justify 
tho western cities using tliem as yet. 

In Seattle the street« are now being 
lit With Incandeseent lamps enclosed 
In a globe, five on each post, and tho 
posts 100 feet aiiart on each sifle of 
th(! street. This has a very pretty ef- 
fect, but we did not got any particu- 
lars as to cost, etc. 

"After hearing the report I am go- 
ing to liold un both liandH for vitrllied 
brick pavement," declared Alderman 
Stewart, who suggested that tho brick 
be laid nn a concrete foundation. Ald- 
erman Turner said brick would cost 
from $1.50 to per ytifd more %Unn 
the blthulithlc pavement while Alder- 
man Humber said that such, might bo 
tho case, but brick would- Inst so much 
longer that It would be cheaper in tho 
end.

AldiTrman Turner, referrlii'^idlHvhat 
guarantee the city aihofll'd- ""require, 
stated that ih Portland all the pave- 
ment supply companies required that 
the city pay a charge of two and one- 
half cents per yard and for this the 
companies kept the pavements In good 
repair. It had been llgured by that city 
that sucli a charge was cheaper than 
if tho city were to do the work. 

When tho committee camo to the 
point of deciding wliat class of pave- 
ment should bo laid on the; Causeway 
and on BellovUlo strecL from Govern- 
ment street to Douglhs street, more 
discussion arose as to the relative 
merits of brick and wood blocks. Aid 
ermen Stewart, Humber and Posh ad 
vocating the brick and the rest of tho 
aldermen wood blocks, the iioint being 
made that with Government street al- 
ready laid with wood blocks and Bel- 
leville street from Government street 
to 'St J"ohn;Btreet to be laid, with wood 
the work Woiild 'be' of „thp nature of 
patchwoflc should brick be -laid on the 
Causeway. A]dei:man Henderson be- 
lieved that brick .\vould prove too 
noisy. AVood blocks -wlll.be used. 
Against Contract ' Labor. 

A dej-iiitatlon coniiiosed of eight 
memljers ftf tlie Trades and Labor 
council appeared before tlie commltteo 
to urge that tlie city should not allow 
works of local improvements to bo 
done by contract labor but. instead tho 
system of day .labor should be adher- 
ed to. J. Walters, president of tho 
council; Christian Sivert/', and others 
addressed the meeting, pointing out 
that by the )rit?<)8iidtiOn of contract 
labor the work ')voiild'bfe skipped, there 
would be a large 'addition to the float- 
ing, population, and' the results, as well 
from" the stahdpdlHt- of- •worlting men 
of tho city as from that of the busi- 
ness men would bo anything but satis- 
factory. A lengthy communication 
setting forth the relative merits of tho 
day labor and contract systems -wa.s 
before the meeting. U will bo con- 
.slrlered b.v the aldermen and a rcpl.v 
made to tho Trades and Labor council. 

After deciding a weelc ago to re- 
commend to the council the adoption 
of tho proiiosltlon of the Llnehoni 
Keott Sand and Gravel company to 
supply the city -with crushed rock at 
(jOc per yard delivered at any point on 
the B. C. ICluctrlc coirjiany's lineti 
the commltteo will now recommend 
that tenders for rock, both crushed, 
.and delivered ready for tlie crusher, 
shall be called far, tenders to be in 
by I'Yiday .afternoon next at ■! o'clock, 
tho specifications to be prepared by 
City lOngineer Topp, Aldermen Stewart 
and Humber.

A floor to which 
the dust adheres is not likely to be 
more sanitary than one from which It 
escapes in largo particles. No one who 
has ever tried to Iceep a polished floor 
in order believes that the task can bo 
accomplished where forty iiairs of 
restless feet traverse it .manj' times a 
day. If the floors of the schoolrooms 
are washed 'at' frequent intervals their 
present conditlori ls "much to be pre- 
ferred to a dull surface coated 'with 
oil.

On Voice Culture, 

When ;Madame Calve, the great 
singer, visited Chicago last fall a 
number of ladles and gentlemen asked 
her advice on the subject of voice cul- 
ture. Her opinion was given in tho 
following words: 

"If I were a hundred years old, 
which I am not," (this" with a happy 
smile), "I Avould still continue the 'cul- 
ture of my voice even thotigh I might 
not appear In public. Why? Because 
I Avould .regard this' culture as one of 
the successful' means of.preserving my 
health, and therefore' my strength. 

"Thousands and thousands of peo|)lo 
cannot sing. This is not to their dis- 
credit. But because they cannot sing 
they should not neglect the voice. 
They should cultivate Mt ifor the new 
strength that will be glven-the body 
and mind. 

"Had I a household of children of 
my own, and not one was musically 
inclined, I would still insist that each 
have a course in voice c'llfrc, r.nd that 
care of tho throat be kept up during 
their life-time. Deep breathing, ex- 
panding and contracting the chest, 
sustaining notes, learning when to 
open and clo.se the Hps, proper arti- 
culation (this is all voice culture) 
develop the lungs, ' regulate heart ac- 
tion, build up the tonsils, harden the 
throat' and even improve the 'activities 
of the stomach. The brain'- -Is alsb 
immeasurably (luickencd. 

"Children expand under any kind of 
a musical education, even though tlioy 
may never become musicians. A thln- 
ehested boy or girl taken at the right 
age and given voice culture, rounds 
out in important physical parts and 
becomes a more useful person mental- 
ly. As M. Paderewski has aptly said: 
The culture of the voice was intended 
for all human beings, ' even if - but few- 
can make artlstio use" of -that»culttlre. 
The cultivated voice of 'a. friend Is the 
sweetest music one can ever-he'ar. The 
iinouUIvated voice? 'Why, apeajt ot It?" 

An Industrial School. 

The largest Industrial school for 
women In tho world 18 in Berlin, Ger- 
many, and It has been established 
.since 18G6. It Is called the Lotto 
Verein (Union) after its fpunder. Dr. 
Adolf Lette, and has had the patron- 
age of the reigning Cro.wn Princess 
or Kaiserln ever since its begihnlng. 
Everything from photography to fine 
sewing is taught in this, great build- 
ing of more than two .hundred " rooms. 
There are courses- for .teachers, steno- 
graphers, dressmakers, cooks, house- 
wives, every sort of feminine calling, 
and hundreds of girls are turned out 
every year presumably equipped for 
whatever fate may send. 

Not only tho sternly praeticnl is 
taught at this scliool cif femininity, but 
the aesthetic side also is given scope 
in tho arts and crafts, and of these 
strangely enough book-binding is said 
to be a groat favorite, though any 
Avoman who sees tho backs enimbling 
from her favorite volumes will under- 
stand that book-binding mlRlit well bo 
both a useftil and pleasant aceoni- 
pll.shment. Another somewhat aston- 
ishing branch of Instruction for these 
German Madehen Is hair dressing, 
which, it appears, they take to ama-/.- 
Ingly and bring their friends to prac- 
tice on, so that the hanging braids of 
Grotcben and the tightly bound ])lalts 
of littlfi Gretel are threatened with 
(extinction by all the Inventions of the 
halr-dresser, from the Psyche ICnot 
to the attachable curl. 

All these things .ire done fairly 
moderately in Gernumy, and for $150 
ono may take n. whole course in house- 
keeping, including board aiul lodging, 
riie other courses are a little more 
costly, the tuition fees aione for a 
commercial course (Including stfuo- 
gi-ai)hy, bookkeeping, etc., as Well as 
I'Yencii. Engllsii, Gorman literature, 
geography and i)olltlcai economy, be- 
ing $50 each ypar.

FIGHTING ENGLISH 

RUGBY IN SOUTH 



Some Californiaiis Don't Like 
• Introduction of- New 
Game , 



At last the feeling of resentment at 
the forcing of the KnglLsh rugby foot- 
ball game upon young California ath- 
letes has taken a definite shape. The 
American Football Association, com- 
posed of lovers of the exciting game 
and original American game ot Inter- 
collegiate football has been organized, 
and people who are Interested in the 
game whlgli was developed In this 
country will fight attempts made by 
supporters of the Imported pastime to 
force the English game upon young 
Californlans. 

The Engllsli game \vas made com- 
puKsory at the two colleges of Cali- 
fornia and was taken up by the Uni- 
versity of Nevada because this Insti- 
tution could ,not meet the colleges of 
this state, at' any other game. Conso- 
tiuontly, California and Nevada have 
become Isolated from the rest of tlie 
country as far as footbiill. has been 
concerned. 

The students of California and" Stan- 
ford were given no chance to decide 
for themselves. - Tiiey -vvere told: "You 
must play this or nothing." The in- 
troduction ot the I'Jngllsh game was 
made in the same fashion as was the 
tax upon tea in 1775. Now there is a 
movement started to force it upon the 
youngsters In the lilffh schools which 
will probably result in the disappear- 
ance of a distinctively American sport 
and one which has lielped to breed a 
good brand ot men. 

Most of the members ot the Ameri- 
can Football association are graduates 
ot State colleges where the game was 
played. They arc all Americans :<nd 
Callfornian.s, and one of the poii't'i on 
which they malcc their tight is that 
the Intercollegiate game is of this 
country. A feeling alcln to liltterness 
exists among them because the crush- 
ing of the .\merlcan game was ac- 
(iompiished by the rtugb\' Referees' 
Cnion, an or.ganlzatlon made up en- 
tirely of men who were not citizens of 
the United States and had -no syin- 
liathy with any characteristically Am- 
erican sport. 

They succeeded In inducing tiie pre- 
sidents of tlif^ two California unlvci'sl- 
tles, Stanford and California, not only 
to advocate tholr game, but to insist 
upon it. Why these two learned gen- 
tlemen lined up their students ;ind 
forced the Knglish game upon them, 
nobody can even guess; but they did 
so. Judging from the way thc.v acted. 
It wouid not be hard to convince this 
pair that baseball was sport for the 
low-browed and a menace to the hlgli- 
er education. The Rugby Union might 
continue -Its good work with these gen-

Kugby football has its merits, but 
Vvhy sliould it be forced upon young 
Americans, who liavc their own dis- 
tinctive game'.' Cricket is a great 
sport, but baseball is iiart of the his- 
tory of the United States. Should we 
adopt cricket then? There is as much 
(!xcuse for California college presi- 
dents to force cricket upon the stu- 
dents as there was for them to throw 
aside a game that was built up in this 
country for Rugby., 

Tile excuse first made was that 
Rugby was not so dangerous. Now tlio 
Rugby enthusiasts are pointing with 
pride to the fact that there arc as 
many Injured in -tlie rugby -game; and 
eveii more, than in tlie .'Vnierlean game. 
AVliy the substitution then? If a 
youngster chooses to talce bruises and 
l>uiiips, he might be given the chance 
to select the game in which he shall 
receive tliem. He might as well get a 
black eye or a strained tendon in one 
of the games of his own country. 

The two men who are responsible 
for malting California the only State 
in the Union which plays the Imported 
g;imi' have committed themselves to 
the statement In writing thtit no other 
game will be played here while they 
are in power. That is a nice, broad- 
minded spirit. Isn't it'.' It seems tliat 
a little of that English fair play \vhii,'h 
was in evidenc(; at the Olymjiian 
games goes with the English Rugby 
game. 

Since these two gentlenxen have 
taken that good-natured and liberal 
stand, it Is hardly probable that the 
American l'"ootball association can ac- 
eoinplish much while they are in pow- 
er. I3ut they will not be In power fcjr- 
cvcr, and men a little bi-<^aili'r minded 
will succeed them. Until that time, 
however, the .-\ineriean I-^ootball asso- 
ciation can at least protest a.g.-iinst 
this narrow niindedness and arrog- 
ance. 

In spile of the "fair-pl.-i\-" manner 
In which Its gi'owth liere was oheuked, 
the Anierie;in game will reyive hero 
again, tor tlie fact remains that it is 
American and can exist on its merits.

cept the amendment. Ue said in 

part: 

"It has been brought up too late, and 
there is po opportunity of -properly dis- 
cussing it. Tho honorable member says 
that this Is an Interference with vest- 
ed interests. But this is no ordinary 
case. The Esciuimalt Waterworks 
company know when It took up the 
Coldstream watershed tliat it was tak- 
ing it eubject to the i)rior rights of 
Victoria. That Is clearly slated three 
times in their cluirter. As to the time 
limit, It Is too short. There are ninn.v 
conceivable conditions under v.'lilch It 
might render the bill worthless. I am 
also Instructed to say on behalf of 
the city that there is no intention 
to tie up the Esnuimalt Water Works 
company. Victoria will probably go 
to Sooke for its water supply, and if 
It does so the company will probably 
be able to get a release from the city. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaitc said that the 
bill placed tho members of the house 
In a. difficult position. It sliould not 
be called upon to decide between two 
rival corporations. It was looked up- 
on as a court of last resort, and so 
should not be appcaleil to until every 
other expedient, legal and otherwise, 
li.id been tried.

Tho man around whoiii the Investi- 
gation hinges Is Cluirlcs A. Varcy, 
leader of the t.'lirlstlan Science church 
in Vancouver and its "medical" jirac- 
tltloner. After hearing evidence at 
great length tills evening regarding 
Harrlaon's/sulclde,.the jurx brought In 
a vbrdidt vwith ;tHo''fdUowing''rl(Jei* ' ?at- 
taehed: . . /• ■ '' ■ ■ "~ 

"From the evidence addticed It is 
((Ulte apparent, ".to ith«.'JuryS:that ono 
Varey, 'a Chrlstlaii Science leader in 
tho city, was largely tlio cause of Mr. 
Harrison's despondency, and we re- 
commend that the attorney-general In- 
restlgato the matter at once." 

'Harrison was aged fifty-four, and 
until last November lived happily -ivith 
his -wife and child In a good residence 
di.strlct in the cit.v. Fifteen years ago 
ho came from Winnipeg, where he has 
."cveral relatives. He entered butiiness 
here, and the day he took -his, own life 
he was owner of realty -'V/dr'th 'one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

Earjy yesterday morning .he -waited 
•jii Chfof of Police Chambcrjain. who 
waa one of the principal witnesses at 
the inquest. Ho told the chief that he 
could not rid himself of Varey's influ- 
ence, lliat A^aroy had been treating him 
by regulation Clirlatian Science _ me- 
thods for some time, and that Varcy 
wished him to sign over all his proji- 
orty to tho Christian Science church. 
Ctlicr evidence -was adduced that In 
tliu presence of his -wife Harrison re- 
cently told Varey that lie would give a 
large amount to be rid of his influence. 

In a written statement to the chief 
of police Harrison said: "Ho brought 
me up to a stage of mental treatment 
where -It would seem that I had to rc- 
nQui\ce all my connection with any 
uSa^iy or party, either political or re- 
ligious'," alM to' cancel all insurance 
policies, wills and other unnecessary 
encumbrances that would injure my 
spiritual recovery. Wlieii I think oC 
ray will and refuse to destroy it as ho 
asked me to, the depression and effect 
of treatment is so severe that it is al- 
most unbearable, and should It con- 
tinue to be BO 1 will only have to put 
an end to my existence. I cannot stand 
the effects of the treatment much lon- 
ger." 

Harrison was soothed for the mo- 
ment bv tho chief of police, and tho 
man left the police station feeling -bet- 
ter. Two hours later he secured a bot- 
tle of carbolic aeld - and« ' vvas found 
dead In the evening. ' 

DRAMATIC INCIDENT 
AT K1N8A0E INQUEST 

Sister of Murdered Girl Faints 
at Close of Severe Ex- 
amination 



Hamilton, Ont., March 1.— The most 
dramatic incident in the Kinrado in- 
quest occurred totiight. Florence 
KInradc had been on the stand for 
some time, undergoing a gruelling e.\- 
amlnatlon at tho hands of Mr. Black- 
stock. Finally the lawyer said slowly 
and Impres.slvely: "And If the man 
was not there only two girls would be 
there In tho house, Miss Klnrade? 

"Yes." 

"That will bo all," said Mr. Black- 
stock, and the girl sank back uncon- 
scious. .\ policeman attempted to 
force water between her Hps, and a 
trained nurse was hurriedly summon- 
ed. Assisted by the constable she 
started to carry the unconscious girl 
from the room. As they descended the 
step.s, the girl's lips parted and she 
shrieked out "I see that man!" She 
was carried from the room reiterating 
tlie crv "Tho man! The man!" 

The'jurv In the Kinrado inriuest 
paid a visit to tlie Kinrado home this 
afternoon, spending nearly an hour 
there and then returning to the court- 
house, wliere the enquiry was re- 
opened at UilJO. No newspaiier men 
w-ere allowed to accompany the jury, 
and the onlv comment of Foreman 
Spero after the visit was, "more mys- 
terv than over." 

When the inquiry re-opened Wash- 
ington WoodrldgP was the first wit- 
ness called. He is coachman -for Mrs. 
Thompson, and at the time the trag- 
t dv Is alleged to have occurred ho *as 
sitting in his rl'e: oh Herklnier ntreet, 
near the Klnrade house. He saw 
Florence Klnrade run out of tho house, 
but swore that no man left it. as lie 
must have done If the girl's story Is 
correct. A light fall of snow which 
was undisturbed, prevented anyone 
leaving by tho rear without making 
marks. 

Earl IChirade told of being trans- 
ferred from the Bank of Commerce in 
Montreal to Hamilton the day before 
the murder, arriving homo tlio day 
after. Ho said the best of feeling pre- 
vailed among the members .of the fam- 
ily, and thia two girs had always been 
on the most nftoctlonato terms. They 
wore, in fact, inseparable. Florence 
had never been away from home ox- 
c|it to sing at two towns In Ontario 
and on the Virginian trip. 

Mr. IBlackstoclc took a great deal ot 
interest In whether Earl Klnrade had 
over owned a re\-olver. He had only 
had one in tlie-liouse once, about tw-o 
or three vcars ago. It belonged to the 
teller In the bank. He then told al)OUt 
being in tlie Waldorf Hotel with a re- 
volver In his iiockei w-hen It .was ao- 
cldeiitlv discharged, the bullet landing 
In the iloor. He lost his revolver, down 
a grating of a fruit , store near, the 
post office, injt recovered It again.' He 
then roturiied It to tho hank. He had 
never heard of I'''lorence having a re- 
volver. He had heard that Florence 
had used a revolver in the south, his 
father having mentioned it. Slio was 
^olng to Snvannah, and she practiced 
Willi IL not as a means of injuring 
anvone but Just for protection from 
colored people. He never !i>-,Vrd -v^'hat 
she had done with the revolver when 
."ilie lind left the S(-)Uth. Ho understood 
that the trlii to Snvannah had been 
taken with Miss Elliott, who lias fig- 
ured as a companion of Florence In 
different trips to Ontario p.olnts and 
who also- went with her to - Virginia. 
JI.o..dld- not know Miss Elliott. Tho 
' family 'hdcjf objected to Florence hav- 
ing 'a* revolver on account of her ner- 
vous tcmperatmcnt. They did not 
want any harm to come to her. Later 
on he denied that Florence had a ner- 



vous tempei-amcnt, and declared that 
If he had said so ho did not mean it. 
She always seemed to be a strong, 
healthy girl. So far as he knew, 
neither he nor any other member of 
his family could supply any clue to tho 
mystery. . , 

Florence Klnr.ido -was tJien recalled, 
and tho first question Mr. Bluclcstock 
asked her was as. to hoi.v she had slepc 
since the occurrence. She testified 
"fairly well," but that on one or two 
nights she lind sleeping powders. Shu 
had gone to Savannah accompaiiicd by 
Miss Elliott and Mr. Warburton, the 
man whom Miss. Elliott married. This 
evidence was followed by a close in- . 
qulry into Florence's travels through . 
western Ontario in company -n-ith the 
same Mlss lSlllott, tho answers to most 
of the questions being- of a ver.v lm-/,y 
character. Nearly ail tho men in the 
South corried revolvers. 3Ir. Duller, in 
whose liouso she boarded, had one. Jfra 
Butler had told her that it ivas iiocos- 
oary to carry a revolver in order to pro- 
tect oneself. She denied having a re- 
volver when she came back from the 
.South. There had been some corre- 
spondence between herself and her fam- 
ily in regard to her liavlng the revolver 
in lier possession. She, however, denied 
over having lired a revolver in her life. 

Mr. Blaokstock tiien looked up Flor- 
enco'.s relations -with Jimmy Baun. tha 
young man whom she had known in 
Portsmouth. Her relations wdth her sis- 
ter Etliol had always ''jeen of the most 
friendly character, and they liad never 
had any trouble. Jlr. BJackstoek then 
came down to the day of tlie tragedy. 
Sho felt sure that Etliel was not out 
of the house that d.ay. : 

From , this tlio examination drifted 
Into the arrival, of tlio man who sho 
alleged- did the . shooting and tho story 
of what followed was again given In 
detail, with a few additions. For in- 
stance, wlien the man grabbed her ns 
sho was getting out of tho window, 
slio thinks she must have fainted, as 
sho cannot remember what happened. 
She told Mr. Blackstock that the Idea 
that she fainted hod Just come to Iier. 
She did not sec Ethel and all the blood 
until she came back into the house after 
going out Into the yard It waa then 
that tho mail fired at her, and she ran 
out of tho house by tho frontdoor. The 
noise that she heard when she was up- 
stairs getting the money she took to bo 
an explosion of the furnace gas pipo 
and she did not connect it witli tho man 
downstairs. Tills finished the examina- 
tion, and tlio inquest -n'as adjourned 
until next Friday. , ; . ..... 

The Kinrado family have been locked' 
out ot their house since their return' 
from Toronto. Their lawyer complainied 
to Crown Attorney Washington,' andtllO 
ordered the police to hand over .the -keys 
of the house at once. ^

Prolonged Contest in. Commons Com- 
mittee Over Canada Life Com- 
pany's Bill 



Ottaw-a, JIarch 12. — The Commons 
banking and commerce committee to- 
day resumed consideration of tho Can- 
adian Life Assurance company's bill 
to change the charter of 1879, which, 
in apportioning ninety jier cent, of the 
gross profits of the company to par- 
ticipating policy-holders the company 
claims was. a-'manifest error. / 

Mr; ; 'Henderson (Halton) asserted 
that' no -mistake had been made and 
the'conipany should be held to its bar- 
gain. , In earlier days he, himself, act- 
ed as agent for the Canada Life and 
solicited premiums on the strength of 
this feature of the company's chaxtor. 
He quoted the opinion of Sir Robert 
Flnlay, fornier attorncy-gonoral of 
Great Britain, tliat under tho terms of 
the company's legislation of 1879 the 
policy-liolders of tho Canada Life are 
entitled to ninety per cent, of tho 
profits from all sources. Ho appealed 
to the committee to protect the -widows 
-.md orphans of Canada against' ; this 
unfftir legislation. . , .. . ■ ' ' . 

The bin was supported iby Mr. Mc- ~ 
Lean . (Stinburjr : arid , .Queen's) who 
■maintalried''th'at'Slr."Henderson'a oppo- 
sition -vvas a. peraohal matter, and -by 
Mr. Warburton ;<Queen's, P. EL I.) vho 
contended that a manifest- error in 
legislation was evident, otherwise tho 
shareholders of the company would 
not have put In $875,000 of new" capital 
it the policy-holders -were to receive 
ninety jier cent, of the profits earned. 

The bill was finally adopted wltli 
amendments making it clear that the 
profits of shareholders are to.b.e-.con- 
finod to profit-s arising from' interest^ 
earned on paid-up capital. 

Anolljer amendment changes the par 
value of the shares of tho company 
from -C 100 Canadian currency to $100, 
and provides that four $100 shares 
shall be issued for* every aliare oC 
,€ 100 value outstanding. The company 
is also made subject to the provisions 
of the ne-w insurance act. 



C. p. R, AFF AIRS 

No Confirmation of Rumor Concerning 
Western Shops— Heavy Traffic . 
This Season 



Winnipeg, March 11. — TIic conference 
of Canadian Pacific railw.iy oillclals on 
the ouestion of train service In thr> 
west this summer lias been concluded, 
but the superintendents .are still In 
session, discussing improvomonts to 
be undertaken throughout the sea.son. 

It Is stated that the latest project 
under discussion by tho railway of- 
ficials is that of large and niodernl.v- 
eciulpiied car building shops, which will 
form the nucleus of a plant that will 
turn out finished locomotives bullt- 
trom British Columbia iron and steoK 
The shops will tie built on ithe line at 
^^'est^nln8ter Junction, about twenty 
miles from Vancouver. Operations will 
likely bo started at once so that fln- 
islied cars will.be ready for the west- 
ern movement of grain next fall. 

For the summer service, fifty new 
sleeping cars are being constructed, 
aud it is expected that even with these 
there will lie none too many to talto 
care of the triifiic offering. 

Montreal. March 12. — Inquiry at 
headquarters of the C.P.R. this morn- 
ing elicited tlio Information that noth- 
ing liad been decided in regard to tho 
report from Vancouver that tho C.P.R. 
intends establlsliing carbullding. shops 
there which In time will rival the An- 
gus shops here. 

A. C. Shaw, general freight and pas- 
.«on,ger agent .of .the .C.P.R. at Chicago, 
Is in Montreal' today ^irranging v/lth 
tho head offlclalsT.of the company in 
regard to summer business. Ho states 
that quite apart from any benefit 
which may - accrue to the C.P.R. as a 
result of taking over of tho W^iscon- 
Hln Central by the Soo line, there seems 
not Uk! slightest reason for doubting 
that the C.P.R. will this year do the 
biggest Chicago business In it^ lalstory. 
"]'"()r one tning," he said, "Jliero is m. 
doubt that , tho farming clas.ies of tho 
western, slates > are taking -greater in- 
terest tlian ' ever In.'^vestern Canada." 

Canada's Need of a Navy. 

Toronto, March 11'. — His Honor 
Judge Barron, of Stratford, addressed 
the Empire club at luncheon yester- 
day of the duty of Canada to contri- 
bute towards tlio defence of the em- 
pire. Canada, he said, was in need of 
naval defence owing to her coasts, and 
sliould have her own fleet and fly lior 
own flag. Ho wns of opinion that tho 
rcBtrictivc laws this country has fram- 
ed ta limit an . influx from the Orient 
would ,br, worthless save for the navy 
of Grc^t Britain.

WATER SUPPLY 



Canadian Agency of .London Makes 
Offer to l\^uniclpalities Near 
Vancouver 



Vancouver. March 12. — The ("ana- 
dhm Agency, of London, has niado 
overtures to the municipalities of 
South Vancouver, Point Grey, Rich- 
mond and Burnaby for the construc- 
tion of a combined waterworks system 
through these districts for the joint 
use of the four niunlcii)alltie.s. and 
also for Hastings town.slte. If the 
ratepayers of that section are ready 
to lake the niattei* up, the company 
announces itself as prepared to furn- 
ish everything necessary In order to 
install the waterworks system, and in 
willing to have the plans of the pipe 
lines from Seymour creek made by 
engineers apuointed by the municipali- 
ties. 

Should the municipalities accept this 
offer, the entire system, as soon as 
the wbrk Is completed, would be taken 
over, operated and maintained by tho 
niurvlcipallties. 

As compensation, all the company 
jiseks in return for the construction of 
tho water works Is annual Interest on 
the cost of the undertaking. It is 
stated that the rate of interest would 
be fixed at a conference between tho 
various interests should the plan meet 
with the approval of the municipali- 
ties. The company tirges that, if its 
plans are adopted, there would be no 
debenture debt against the munici- 
palities. The only security the com- 
pany would have would be vested In 
the water works system itself. 



STIRLING DIVORCE 



Lord Guthrie Gives Decision For l-lus- 
band and Offers Some Scathing 

Comments on Case 



Kdlnburgh, March 12— The soiis.i- 
tional Stirling divorce suits were de- 
cided today by Lord Guthrie, wlio 
granted the liusband's petition, award- 
ed him tho custody of his child and 
denied tho cross petition of Mrs. 
Stirling. 

Jolin M. Alexander Stirling, laird of 
Kippondaire, was married to Clara 
':i'aylor, the American show girl, who 
eaiiie from Now .Tersey, last fall. 
t;ross stilts I'or divorce were filed, Mr. 
.Stirling naming Lord Northland and 
Mrs. Stirling Mrs. .^tlierton as co- 
resiiondent. 

In giving his judgment, Lord Guth- 
rie said tho case had no legal Interest, 
and that it should not liave public in- 
terest. Most of the evidence had been 
taken U)) with the petty tfuestions of 
«e!fisli and idle lives, which contained 
litth; or nothing romantic, and little 
that was even mock heroic. Mr. 
Stirling, he said, in meeting Jlra. 
Atlierton, hiid welcomed an inti'oduc- 
tlon which he should have shunned. 
Continuing, Lord Guthrie discredited 
tho Idea of a plot to get rlil of Mrs. 
Stirling by forcing her to a guilty af- 
fection for Lord Northland, but he 
thought that her letters to Lord North- 
land wore indicative of guilty relations. 

Lord Northland's counsel and Mrs. 
Stirling's attorney formally gave no- 



tice of appeal. Both Lord Nortliland 
and Stirling were iiresent in court 
when tho decision was rendered.

Vancouver. March 12. — A petition 
has been sent to the council of Point 
Grey asking that a bylaw be submit- 
ted to the i])eoi)le for the expenditure 
of money for the purpose of munici- 
pal ImprovoinentH. The petition rep- 
resents a majority of the assessed 
value of the municipality. It Is pro- 
posed to open full width roads, graded 
and rocked where necessary. Foe this 
purpose $315,000 Is suggested.., , , 

It Is proposed, it possibiie;', tovcon- 
tinuo the roads through to the Kroser 
river. ^ The Idea of this, is that' It will 
be easldiiv tio -get j'lJcksfor .the roads 
and shorten the distance vvhlcH It .will 
be necessarx- to haul the rdclc. 

Tho Canudhiu I'aclllc Railway com- 
pany, which owns nearly half of tho 
property and pays about half of the 
■taxes, headsd tho petition. Re-iire 
sentativo property owners all over th 
nninlclpallty have also largely signed 
tho petition.

lanagement Decides to Carry 
Out Extensive Plan of 
Exploration 



Rossland, B.C.. March 12.— The Le 
Roi mine laid off a number of men 
yesterday, though the smelter 
Northport is running as usual. It Is 
generally understood that this is done 
pending coinjiletion of arrangements 
to thoroughly explore tlio property 
down to 2,400 or 3,000 feet from the 
surface, the present lowest level being 
at ],G,')U feet, wliore some rich ore has 
been mined and shipped during the 
last si.x months. 

A. J. McMillan, the managing direc 
tor of the company, made the follow- 
ing statement to the Bossland 
Minor: "it Is quite true that a con 
sldernble number of men have been 
laid off. Tho fact is that exploration 
work carried on for several months 
past in the lower levels of the mine 
have not up to date proved the ox- 
tension of the rlcli ore bodies found 
and opened towards the end of last 
year. This is, of course, disappointing, 
and as it is not economical to ship 
oro and carry on exploration work up- 
on a small scale, it has been decided 
to suspend operations until arrange- 
ments are made for carrying out a 
large and comprehon.sive scheme of 
exiiloration and development, such as 
wllj thoroughly test tlie undeveloped 
portions of the property, and particu- 
larly the south vein from the present 
i,Gr>0 foot level to an additional depth 
of about 1,000 feet,' 

"W. A. Cartyle, consulting engineer 
to the company, has been here for 
some weeks past, and he and I, hav- 
ing thoroughly studied the eltuatlon, 
will leave for London within a few 
days to confer with, the directors as to 
tile best methods to pursue." 



FIRE AI\ID PANIC 

Gir.ls Employed in Now York Factory 

Building Rescued With Dlffi- 
J , culty by Firemen 



New York, March 12. — .X fire whl?h 
broke out late today on the fourth lloor 
of a manufacturing building on lower 
Broadway, caused a panic among a 
hundred or more girls emjiloyi'd there. 
Smoke nlled the halls and cut off tho 
cscaoc of several, who climbed out on 
the narrow window ledges overlooking 
Broadway. Most of them wore rescued 
by the firemen, who ran up scaling lad- 
ders as soon as they arrived, and-also 
sjiread the lire nets. 

Two young women, terror-stricken, 
jumped before the flremiMi could reach 
them. One of these was caught in a 
fire net and escaped with a fractured 
leg. Till! other fell Into an awning, 
which held her for a moment and then 
gave way, dropj)lng her Into the arms 
of a policeman, who was standing on 
the sidewalk. Slii; suffered severe In- 
t'.'rnal injuries. The only others hurt 
were two young women wdio were 
burned about the head and shoulders. 
The fire wos confined to the fourth 
floor, with a loss not exceeding $7,000. 



HUNTING THE PANTHER 



Method of Old Thakur is to Make the 
Animal Shoot Himself 

Calcutta, .March 12. — I'lie Mntheran 
corr(?spondeiit of tlie Bombay Gazette, 
referring to the shooting of panthers 
In thivt district, writes: "Our latest 
victim owes his overtlirow to tho skill 
or cunnliii? of nn old Thakur, named 
■V\^agia, who has nccountcd for most of 
the wild boasts hioiiglit up to claim the 
award. He possesses a very uiitliiuated 
country gun. with a flint lock. and 
long In barroL His usual method Is 
this; Having marked the spot' where 
his quarry Is known to come down to 
somn strpani to drink, or it may lio 
.s'onie prc'Vlou.s 'kill.' he iiroei.'Cils to 
fasten the weiipnii very securely to a 
log or tree. It is loaded witli powdcu- 
to nearly bursting point, old nails, bit.s 
of iron, or any persuasive hard sub- 
stance he can run into It. A long cord 
Is fiisleiied to tlie trigger, which he 
holds in lii.s hand at some di:;t:Ln(-o 
away. He then crouches down undnr 
!i!r, darl; 'kimibli,' behind some rock, 
which ho closely resemlUa-i. and there 
he sits and waits — as 'only a Thakur 
cLin sit and wait. As soon as the beast 
inahes bis appearance and gets well Into 
the line of lire, be pulls the cord, and 
the deed is done. Korinerly lie used to 
arrange some kind of ii spring trap, 
to which the gun was attached, then 
go away, and leave the panther to shoot 
himself. Unfortunately, this system 
led to an accident. One ovening an 
unsuspecting Thakur went down to tho 
stream to get water, trod on the hidden 
sprlnff, and received the contents of tho 
gun In his leR. Tho limj had to bo 
amputated, and then Inquiries were 
made which resulted In Wagia's firearm 
being confiscated. Apparently tho 
panthers got wind of tin; story, and 
became more than usually audacious, 
so that tho aulhoritlos were petitioned 
for tho restoration of the ancient niua- 
y.le-loadlng machine." * 



London, March 12,— Fifteen thousand 
siiuaro miles; >?0f * territory have been 
added to the'; British empire by the 
treaty signed yesterday at Bangkok, 
Slam, under the terms of which Slam 
cedes to Great Britain the states of 
Kalantan, Trlngano and Kcdah, which 
liereatter will be administered with 
the Malay federated states. 

Under tho treaty British capital to 
the extent of $20,000,000 = will be spent 
for the eon.structlon of railroads south 
from Bangkok. 

These linos arc to be controlled by a 
new department finite distinct from 
tho railroad administration of Slanr 
wlilch Is administered by Germany. 
There will bo a gradual abolition also 
of British extra-territorial rights in 
Slam. 



NAVAL CONST RUCTION 

British Cabine'c Defers Decision on the 
Amount to Be Spent 



Ijondon, March 12. — A naval exjiert 
says that the differences hi the Brltl.sh 
cabinet on tho subject of naval c 
.struction are less on account of tho 
niuiiber of armored ships to bo laid 
down than on tin; aniouiit of money to 
be spent on the vessels In the new 
llnanclal year. Tho point la still unde- 
cided, and the decision is likely to 'je 
deferred. Among well-informed naval 
architects there is a natural curiosity 
to know how far the noij- designs have 
been affected by foreign naval devel- 
opineiits. Some of liiigland's rivals arc 
working rapidly away from tho Dread- 
nought idea, and greatly increasing tho 
cost of units. Since 1898, In fact, tho 
United .States naval authorities have 
gone from the 13,500 tons of the Malno 
to the 2fi,(lOO tons of tile two projected 
ships Tlu' next lot of l'"ronch ships 
are to displace more than 21,000 tons, 
while, so far, Knglaiul has decided on 
nothing bigger than 20,000 tons. 

In other wonls, ICngland's rivals soom 
to bo Intent on outdoing her In gun 
power. Al any rate It Is not to be 
Ignored that after the Delaware, of 
20,000 tons, with ten 12-Inch guns in 
turrets, all on the^ centre, lino of tho 
ship, the Americans are contemplating a 
vessel of 26,000 Ions. On' that displace- 
ment, with two decks, an cnterprlshig 
naval architect might get sixteen big 
guns. At present not much Is thought 
of three guns In one turret, but the 
Russians like the Idea, Moreover, In 
In the French slilps of the current de- 
in the Freeh ships of tho current de- 
sign, there are sixteen big guns — four 
12-incli and twelve OA inch of 50 cali- 
bres. The fact seems to be that, sooner 
or later, Kngland will ''oo forced. Into 
following this lead at a. considerable In- 
crease of naval expenditure. How far 
Sir Philip Watts has: been allowed to 
go In his new designs is, therefore ,an 
Interesting speculation at the monient 

TIN PLATE DUTY 



Morrisburg Establishment Wants Pro- 
tection Against; 'British, and 
American'' Qjjods 

Ottawa, March 13.tUAppltcation has 
been made to the minister of finance 
on behalf of the tin plate Industry at 
.Morrisburg, Ont., for the imposition of 
V duty on ail tin plate products. This 
duty, if granted, will be on foreign as 
well as oh' British goods, and so .far 
as American .'products are- concerned, 
it will be an additional barrier to tho 
Importation of ■' American material. 
This and the dumping duty will prac-. 
tlcally shut out American products. 

Railway E.Trnings Increase 
Montreal, Marcli 12. — G, T. railway 
earnings for the first week In March 
Increased $9,2G3 compared with the 
same week last year. The earnings 
of the C.P.R. for the same week in- 
creased $277,000 over the same week 
a year ago.

Reginn, March 12. — Tv.o big real 
estate sales are to be put on liere on 
Monday next. The old city hall corner 
Is being sold with the upset price at 
$60,000, and the MIckleborough corner 
Is also being offered by auction. It Is 
understood that tho reserve bid on the 
latter property Is something less than 
that on the city hall dorner. The Bap- 
tists shelved the plans for a new 
thirty-thousand dollar church, corner 
Lome and 'Victoria streets, facing 
'Victoria park, last night, for two 
months, for further consideration of 
details.

The Lords and tho Commons. 
London, March 12. — Mr. .T. A. I'ease, 
chief Liberal whip, speaking at Ply- 
mouth, said that while Mr. Asciulth 
and his coIleaBues would not be dictat- 
ed to by an irresponsible body as to 
the time when the appeal to the coun- 
try should be made, the issue was 
quite clear. It would be an appeal to 
abolish the veto power of tho House 
of Lords. The appeal to- tho country 
would come before many months were 
over, and he urged west-county con- 
stituencies to return Liberals deter- 
mined to end the veto power of the 
House of Lords. Ho held that tho 
Commons, when they came Into con- 
11 let with the Lords should have the 
pewer of appealing at once to the 
people by referendum. 



Goldwin Smith Writes on Sport 
Ithaca, Jlarch 12. — Declaring that In 
the case of university men muscle 
does not count for much In life, and 
that energy spent in football cannot 
he recalled, Goldwin Smith, In a short 
letter to the. Cornell .Bra, .tells of his 
Ideal in athletics. The letter follows: 
"I see that the number of athletes 
falling to pass a imlverslty nxamlna- 
tion is less than It was. "The shade 
of Kura f'ornoll will rejoice. ''.'Vhat our 
founder wanted was not show of mus- 
cle, but perparatlon for life, in wliieh 
in the case of unlyorslt.v men nuisele 
does not count for much. The force 
siienl in football cannot be recalled 
for sludv-. Let us have games by all 
means, but games which exorcise, not 
exhaust, and in which all alike can 
take part. Besides, there is military 
drill, good in Itself, and not to lie 
neglected If tho force of tho country Is 
to bo kept in tho right hands. Into 
some universities the betting ring 
seems to htive crept; never, I hope, 
into ourSi" 



NO SETTLEMENT 



Negotiations Between Scotland and 
England Rugby Unions Still 

Underway 



U came as a great and unpleasant 
surprise to all followers of the I^ugby 
game to learn on Saturday that the 
dispute between England and Scotland 
la to all intents and purposes as far 
from bc)ing settled as ever. The Scot- 
tisH;:'^autHoritle8 are dissatisfied with 
the lette'rjrfrom the English Union, in 
which It,'',.'\va8 .E(greed;,,tha,t, an allow- 
ance inCcash;'''i8icoritrar}rjto the prin- 
ciples of 'amateur Rugby* fbctball, and 
in future n.o such allowance be made 
to any player." Scotland does not 
think England lins gone far enough; 
her union would have the decision of 
England retrospective, and in this way 
apply directly to the New Zealand 
players. 

Mr. J. A. Smith outlines tho posi- 
tion of the Scottish Union In tho fol- 
lowing letter, written under Friday's 
date, to Mr. Marriott, secretary of the 
English Union: 

"I have to acknowledge yours of 
yesterday, intimating .that your com- 
mittee met and considered' the- terms 
of my letter of the 12th Inst. "Wo note 
that they have accepted the resolution 
of the international board In regard to 
allowances to players. We much re- 
gret, however, that your committee 
Ignore our request to make the board'.s 
resolution apply to the payments made 
to the New Zealand players, which ac- 
cordingly remain the cause of dispute 
between us. 

"Tou will oOiserve from my letter 
of the 12th last, that tho pas'.sing of 
ftuch a resolution by your committee 
was preliminary to the match being 
played, and we, therefore, fee! that 
until your committee pass such a re- 
.sotutlon we can do nothing more In 
the matter." 

What the outcome will be it Is dif- 
ficult to say. So\'oral members of tho 
Kngllsh Union declined to express an 
opinion when invited, to do so on Sat- 
urday. It Is hoped, however, that the 
quarrel will be ended at once, and 
that Scotland and England will plav 
as announced on Saturday morning. — 
Lond.on JMail. 



BURNS ENGAGED IN 
THEATBICAL BUSINESS 

Ex-Champion Heavyweight In- 
terviewed—His Version 
of Big Fight 



Burns, tho ex-champlon boxer of tho 
world, who was defeated for the cham- 
plonshl]) by Johnson on Boxing Day, 
was engaged by .Mr. Henry Rlckards 
to appear on the stage In Sydney, Mel- 
bourne, Adelaide and Perth. He has 
arrived in Adelaide, where ho opened 
his season at the Tlvoli theatre. Ho 
was accompanied by Mrs. Burns, and 
his boxing partners, "Snowy" Baker 
and P. O'Keefe. When tho express 
steamed Into the station there wore 
about 3,000 present to welcome him, 
and loud cheers were given for the 
great boxer and Mrs. Burns. Burns 
jiassed through the big crowd and 
boarded a drag, which conveyed him 
round tlie town. L. O'Donnell, who 
also assists Burns in his iierformances. 
Is coming overland in Burns' motor, 
having left Melbourne on Tuesdaj-. 

Shortly after his arrival a repre- 
sentative of the press secured an in- 
terview with the ex-champlon. 

"Losing the big light with .Johnson 
broke me 'up a little, said Burns, "but 
I was not 111 afterwards, and on the 
next day I drove my motor car seven- 
ty miles — from Sydney to National 
Park and back." 

"And you were -disappointed that the 
police, stopped the fight In the four- 
teenth round?" 

"Yes, because I always had a chance. 
Johnson did not beat me, but scored 
tho win on points. Certainly, niy jaw 
was swollen up, but that was nothing." 

"Is it true you refused to shako 
hands with Johnson In tho ring'.'" 

"I shook hands wltli him when ho 
came over to me. If he wants to shake 
hands wdth me I have no objection, 
but I don't feel towards Iilm as I do 
towards other boxers T liavo fought. 
At tho same time, I would not refuse 
to .shake hands;wlth him." 

"How do you 'rcgard' Johnson as a 
boxer?" . 

"He is a good lighter." 

"Do you think there is any chanco 
that you will meet him again?" 

"I have no Idea. It is up to Johnson 
to say that, and If he gives mo a 
chance to meet him again I will take 
it. If Johnson does that then I am 
up with the game', win' or lose. I only 
want another go." 

"Have you been punished worse in 
other lights?" 

"Ves, when I fought Jack O'Brien 
In California, 1 could not see out of my 
left eye during the Inst few rounds. 
That flglit lasted twenty rounds and I 
won on points. It was O'Brien who 
beat Fitzslmmons." 

"Can you say on what terms you 
would be prepared to meet Johnson 
again?" 

"I can't, say that; but 'if any reason- 
able offer were made I would accept 
it." 

"Would you have a bettor chance 
next time?" 

"Undoubtedly, Before that big con- 
test I had not seen Johnson with a 
glove on, and I walked right Into his 
inmchos in the first rcjuiid, when one 
blow that ho got on to mo was really 
a foul and would have been declared 
80 by a more exiierlenced referee. Of 
course Mr. Mcintosh did his best and 
noted fairly, but when he did nut mean 
It he jiulied my arm down when we 
were clinching, antl as he did so John- 
son banged on to m.s' unguarded jaw, 
That should not have ln'cn allowed 
until 1V0 had properly broken away 
from each other when the referee in- 
terfered." 

"Were you In your best condition 
for thnt fight?" 

"I don't think T was. My whole 
heart and soul were on winning that 
dghl and I really worked too hard in 
training. Pre\'lously I had not boxed 
at under 13 st. or 12 st. 12 Ib.s. in 
weight, but on Boxing Day 1 was down 
to 11 .St. il',-: lb.— a big difference. I 
did not feel affected by being down In 
weight, but I somehow lacked the vim 
and snap of former occasions. I re- 
garded it as the light of my life, and 
I really worked too hard preparing for 
It. As I sit here now I am II st. 2 lb. 
in w^eight." 

"How would you have got on with 
Johnson with clean breaks?" 

"That would .have 'inado little dif- 
ference. My style of In-flghtlng Is tho 
American manner of flghting, and the 
only punch from Johnson that really 
hurt me' was the close upper-cut on 
the Jaw, wlilcli I have already stated 
might have been called a foul. 'I'hen 
Johnson had a knack of holding my 
neck with Ills left hand, and as ho let 
SO be would pull my head forward

should only he detected by a very close 
observer. Certainly Johnson was very 
smart at it, and I give him credit for 
it. If the light had been with a clean 
break I would not have bad much 
chanco of losing-." 

"And you were not so well as you 
might have been at the light?" 

"No. A man Is like a racehorse.' Ho 
Is off color some days and 1 had my 
off day when 1 met Johnson. One day 
a horse will be heavily backed to 
win, but he cannot, and like horses, 
boxers have their off days. I was too 
eager and worked loo hard. I am 
not frying to take any credit from 
Johnson for he is a good man, and 
bad a shade "le better of ine, but not 
too much, and I ahvay.-? had a chance." 

"Docs Johnson bit harder than Gun- 
ner Moir?" 

"Xo. I got more punishment from 
Gunner Moir in the third round than 
in any round against Johnson, as will 
be seen by the pictures of the light." 

'But you met with some punish- 
ment?" 

"Well, I went home after tho flght 
and ale a dozen and a half oysters 
and five ice creams. They are good for 
von after !i boxing contest. A man 
generally feels a little queer after a 
light, win or lose, but I felt as good as 
ever, only that my jaw was a littlo 
swollen. I have felt considerably -ivorso 
after many other fights. All I v.':'..".t 
now Is that Johnson will meet mo 
again, and then I am through with 
the game. I have been boxing for 
eight years to get enough money to 
keep my wife and myself and I think 
I have got it." 

"You are entering into a theatrical 
business?" 

"Yes; I have practically closed with 
the lease of the Bijou theatre in Mel- 
bourne. It Is to be called the Union 
theatre, and we are thinlcing of build- 
ing a new theatre in Sydney. I am 
putting on my own show, entitled 
■Pam<' and I'^ortone,' in which I take a 
role We open before- Ka.ster, probably 
in Nev>-eastle, New South Wales. 1 
liave not done iiuicli acting in the past, 
but have given stage exliibitiona on 
numerous occa.sinns."

Willi all of them excejit Johnson. Im- 
mediately after I had one of the 
hardest lights of my life— with Twin 
Sullivan— we both drank out of tho 
same glass. It was milk, and Sulli- 
van had half and I the remainder, as 
there was no moro handy. We were 
llic best of friends, as also have tho 
other boxers been. Johnson Is the 
only man who has been different. He 
does not act the same as other boxers 
and Is different from the. average. Ho 
Is a big kid. He means all right, but 
acts as he does because he know.s no 
better."
